The United States of America and Her Britannic Majesty, being desirous of consoU^ 
dating the relations of amity which is so happily subsist between them, by setting 
forth and fixing in a Convention their views and intentions with reference to any means 
of communication by ship canal, which may be ccmstructed between the Atlantic and 
Pacific Oceans by the way of the River San Juan de Nicaragua and either or both of 
the Lakes of Nicara^[ua at Managua, to any port or place on the Pacific Ocean, — ^The 
President of the Umted States has conferrea full powers on John M. Clayton, Secretary 
of State of the United States; and Her Britanmc Majesty on the Ri^t Honorable 
Sir Henry Lytton Bulwer, a member of Her Majesty's Most Honorable Privy Council, 
Knight Commander of the Most Honorable Order of the Bath, and Envoy Extraor- 
dinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of Her Britannic Majesty to the United States, 
for the aforesaid purpose; and the said Plenipotentiaries having exchanged their full 
powers, which were found to be in proper form, have agreed to the following articles: 

Abticlb I. 

The (jovemments of the United States and Great Britain hereby declare, that 
neither the one nor the other will ever obtain or maintain for itself any exclusive 
control over the said Ship Canal; agreeing that neither will ever erect or T»q.int^i> any 
fortifications commanding the same, or in the vicinity thereof, or occupy, or fortify, 
or colonize, or assume or exercise any dominion over Nicaragua, Costa Rica, the/ 
Mos(}uito Coast, or any part of Central America; nor will eitiier make use of any pro-/ 
tection which either affords or may afford, or any alliance which either has or mav' 
have^ to or with any State or People for the purpose of erecting or maintainingany such 
fortincations, or oi occupying, fortifying, or colonizing Nicaragua, Costa Kica^ the 
Mosquito Coast, or any part of Central America, or of assuming or exercising dominion 
over the same; niur will the United States or Great Britain take advantege of any 
intimacy, or use any alliance, connection or influence that either may possess with 
any State or Government through whose territory the said Canal may pass, for tiie 
purpose of acquiring or holding, directiy or indirectiy, for the citizens or subiects of 
the one, any rights or advantages in regard to commerce or navigation tiirough tne said 
canal which shall not be offered on the same terms to the citizens or subjects of the 
other. 
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Abxigli II. 

VoBfiels of the United States or Great Britain, traveraing the said Canal sha]!, in case 
of war between the contracting parties, be exempted from blockade, detention or 
capture, by either of the belligerents; and this provision shall extend to such a <lis- 
tanco from the two ends U the said Canal as may hereafter be found ezpedieat to 
establish. 

AxnoiM in. 

In order to secure the construction of the said Canal, the contracting parties enga^ 
that, if Buy such Canal shall be undertaken upon faur and equitable terms by any 
parties having the authority of the local Government or Governments through whose 
territory the same may pass, then the persons employed in matHlfig the said (Smal and 
their property used, or to be used, for that object, shall be protected, from the com- 
mencement of the said Canal to its completion, by the Governments of thq^kiited 
States and Great Britain, from unjust detention, confiscation^ seizure or any ^H^ice 
whatsoever. 

Abticlb IY. 

The contracting parties will use whatever influence they respectively exercise, with 
any State, States or Governments possessing, or claiming to possess, any jurisdiction 
or right over the territory which the said Cuial shall traverse, or which shall be near 
the waters applicable theroto; in order to induce such States, or Governments, to 
facilitate the construction of the said Canal by every means in their power; and further- 
more, the United States and Great Britain agree to use their good offices, wherever or 
however it may be most expedient, in order to procure the establishment of two free 
,Ports,-::one at each end of the said Canal. 

.Abtcglb v. 

'^e contracting parties further en^e thatj when the said Canal shall have been 
completed they will protect it from interruption, seizure or unjust confiscation, and 
that they will guarantee the neutrality thereof^ so that the said Canal may forever be 
open and free, and the capital invested therem, secure. Nevertheless, the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Great Britain, in according their protection to the 
construction of the said Canal, and guaranteeang its neutrality and secuiitv when 
completed, always understand that, this protection and guarantee are granted condi- 
tionally, and may be withdrawn by both Governments, or either Government, if both 
Governments or either Government, should deem that the persons or company, under- 
taking or managing the same, adopt or establish such regulations concerning the 
traffic thereupon, as are contrary to the spirit and intention of this Convention, — 
either by making unfair discriminations in favor of the commerce of one of the con- 
tracting parties over the commerce of the other, or by imposing oppressive exactions 
or unreasonable toUs upon passengers, vessels, goods, wares, merchandise, or other 
articles. Neither party, however, shall withdraw the aforesaid protection and guar- 
antee without first giving six months notice to the other. 

Abticle VI. 

The contracting parties in this Convention enga^ to invite every State with which 
both or either have friendly interoourse^ to enter into stipulations with them similar 
to those which they have entered into with each otherj to the end that all other States 
may share in the honor and advantage of having contnbuted to a work of such general 
interest and importance as the Canal herein contemplated. And the contracting 
parties likewise agree that, each shall enter into Treaty stipulations with such of the 
Central American States, as they may deem advisable, for the purpose of more effec* 
tually carrying out the great design of this Convention, namely, — that of constructing 
and maintaining the said Canal as a ship-communication between the two Oceans, for 
the benefit of mankind, on equal terms to all, and of protecting the same; and they, 
also, a^ee that, the good offices of either shall be employed, wnen requested by the 
other, in aiding and assisting the n^otiations of such treaty stipulations: and, should 
any oifferences arise as to right or property over the teoitory through wiiich the said 
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Canal shall pass, — between the States or (jovemments of Central America, — and sudi 
differences uioiud, in any way, impede or obstruct the execution ol the said Canal, 
the (jovonments ii the United States and Great Britain will use their good offices to 
settle such differences in the manner best suited to promote the interests of the said 
Canal, and to strengthen the bonds of friendship and alliance which exist between the 
contracting parties. 

Artiglx YII. 

It bein^ desirable that no time diould be unnecessarily lost in commencing and 
constructmg the said Canal, the Governments of the United States and Great Britain 
determine to give their support and encouragement to such persons, or company, as 
may first offer to commence the same, with the necessary capital, the consent oi the 
local auHiorities, and on such principles as accord with the spirit and intention of this 
Convention j and if any pers(»is^ or company, riiould already have, with any State 
through which the proposed Ship-Canal may pass, a contract for the construction of 
such jKanal as that specified in this ConventicMi, — to the stipulations of which con- 
tract^Rither of the contracting parties in this convention nave any just cause to 
object, — ^and the said persons, or company, shall moreover, have made preparations 
and expended time, money, and trouble on the faith of such contract, it is hereby agreed 
that such persons, or company, shall have a priority of claim over every other person, 
persons, or company to the protection of the Governments of the Umted States and 
Great Britain, and be allowea a year, from the date of the exchange of the ratifications 
of this Convention for concluding their arrangements, and presenting evidence of 
sufficient capital subscribed to accomplish the contemplated undertaking; it being 
understood, that if, at the expiration of the aforesaid penod, such persons, or company 
be not able to commence and carry out the proposed enterprise, then the Government 
of the United States and Great Briatin shall oe free to aiSord their protection to any 
other persons, or company, that shall be prepared to commence and |»oceed with the 
construction <A the Canal in question. 

Abticlb VIII. 

The Grovemments of the United States and Great Britain havin? not only desired 
in entering into this Convention, to accomplish a particular object, but, also, to estab- 
lish a genmd principle, they hereby aeree to extend their protection, by Treaty stipu- 
lations, to any other practicable communications, whether oy Canal or rail-way, across 
the Isthmus which connects North and South America; and, especially to the inter- 
oceanic communications, — should the same prove to be practicable, whether by 
Canal or rail- way, — ^which are now proposed to be established by the way of Tehuan- 
tepec. or Panama. In granting, however, their joint protection to any such Canals 
or ml-wavs, as are b^ mis Article specified, it is always understood by Uie United 
States and Great Britain, that the parties constructing or owning the same, i^all impose 
no other charges or conditions of^ traffic thereupon, than the aforesaid Governments 
shall approve of, as just and equitable; and, that the same Canals or rail- ways, bein^ 
open to the citizens and subjects of me United States and Great Britain on equsd 
terms, shall, also, be open on like terms to the citizens and subjects of every other 
State which is willing to grant thereto, such protection as the United States and Great 
Britain engage to afford. 

Abtiglb IX. 

The ratifications of this Convention shall be exchanged at Washington, within six 
months from this day, or sooner, if possible.

A PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas, a Convention between the United States of America and the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, to facilitate tiie construction of a ship canal 
to connect the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, by whatever route may be considered 
expedient, and to that end to remove any objection which may arise out of the 
Convention of the 19th April, 1850, commonly called the Clayton-Bulwer treat3r, to 
the construction of such canal under the auspices ci the Government of the United 
States, witiiout impairing the ''general principle" of neutralisation establflked in 
Article yill of that Convention, was concluded and signed by their respectiv9pleni- 
potentiaries at the city of Washington on the 18th day of November, 1901, the original 
of which Convention is word for word as follows: 

The United States of America and His Majesty Edward the Seventh, of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, and of the British Dominions beyond the 
Seas, King, and Emperor of India, being desirous to facilitate the construction of a 
^p canal to connect the Atlantic and racific Oceans, by whatever route may be 
considered expedient, and to that end to remove any oojection which may arise out 
of the Convention of the 19th April, 1850, commonly called the Clayton-Bulwer 
^Tfeaty, to the construction of sucn canal under the auspices of the Government of 
the United States, without impairing., the /'general principle'' of neuJnJIgation. 
established in Article YIII of that C^vention, have for that puipose appointed as 
their Pl^potontiaries: 

The President of the United States, John Hay, Secretary ot State of the United 
States of America; 

And His Majesty Edward the Seventh, of the United Kingdom of Great Britain 
and Ireland, and of the British Dominions beyond the Seas, King, and Emperw of 
India, the Right Honourable Lord Pauncefoto, G. C. B., G. 0. M. G., His Ma.jesty'a 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary to the United States; 

Who, having communicated to eacn other their full powers which were found to 
be in due and proper form, have agreed upon the following Articles: — 

Abticlb I. 

The High Contracting Parties agree that the present Treaty shall supeisede the 
afore-mentioned Convention of the 19th April, 1850. 

Abticlb II. 

It is agreed that the canal may be constructed under the auspices of the Govern- 
ment of the United States, either directiy at its own cost, or by gift or loan of money 
to individuals or Corporations, or through subscription to or purchase of stock or 
shares, and that, subject to the provisions of the present Treaty, the said Government 
shall have and enjoy all the rights incident to such construction, as well as the 
exclusive right of providing for ti^e regulation and management of the canaL 

Abhoub III. 

The United States adopts, as the basis of the neutralization of such ship canal, 
the following Rules, substantially as embodied in the Convention of Constantinople, 
signed tiie 28th October, 1888, for the free navigation of the Suez Canal, that is to say: 

1. The canal shall be free and open to the vessels of commerce and of war of all 
nations observing these Rules, on terms of entire equality, so that there shall be no 
discrimination against any such nation^ or its citizens or subjects, in respect of the 
conditions or charges of traffic, or otherwise. Such conditions and charges of traffic 
shall be just and equitable. 

2. The canal shall never be blockaded, nor shall any right of war be exercised nor 
any act of hostility be committed within it. The United States, however, shall be 
at liberty to maintain such military police along the canal as may be necessary to 
protect it &c^ainst lawlessness and disonier. 
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S. Ymseh of wBt of a belligerent shall not. revictual nor take any stoces in the 
eanal except so far as may be strictly necessary* and the transit of such vessels through 
the canal shall be effected with the least possible delay in accordance with the Eeg- 
ulations in force, and with only such intermission as may result from the necessitieB 
of the service. 

Prizes ahall be in all respects subject to the same Eules as vessels of war of the 
belligerents. 

4. No belligerent shall embark or disembark troops^ munitions of war, or warlike 
materials in the canal, except in case of accidental mndrance of the transit, and in 
such case the trEmait shall be resumed with all possible dispatch. 

5. The provisions of this Article shall apply to waters adjacent to the canal, within 
3 marine miles of either end. Vessels oi war of a bellija^erent shall not remain in 
such waters longer than twenty-four hours at any one time, except in case of dis- 
tress, and in such case, shall depart as soon as possible; but a vessel of war of one 
belligerent shall not depart within twenty-four hours from the departure of a vessel 
of war of the other belligerent. 

6jffhe plant, establish

It is agreed that no change of territorial sovereignty or of the international relations 
of the country or countries traversed by the before-mentioned canal shall affect the 
general principle of neutralization or the obligation of the High Contracting Parties 
under the present Tteaty. 

Abtiglx Y. 

The present Treatnr shall be ratified by the President of the United States, by and 
with the advice ana consent of the Senate thereof, and by His Britannic Majesty; 
and the ratifications shall be exchanged at Washington or at London at the earliest 
possible time within six months from the date hereof. 

In faith whereof the respective Plenipotentiaries have signed this Treaty and 
thereunto affixed their seals. 

Done in duplicate at Washington, the 18Ui day of November, in the year of Our 
Lord one thousand nine hundred and one.

And Whereas the said Convention has been duly ratified on both parts^ and the 
ratification of the two Governments were exchanged in the city of Washington on 
the twenty-first day of February, one thousand nine himdred and two; 

Now, therefore, be it known that I, Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, have caused the said Convention to be made public, to the end 
that the same and evenr article and clause thei eof may be observed and fulfilled 
with good faith by the United States and the citizens thereof.

An Act To provlda for fbe construction of a canal connecting the waten of tlie Atlamtle and Padflo 
oceans. 

Be it enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
fn Congress assembledf That the President of the United States is hereby authorized 
to acqiiire, Ar and on behalf of the United States, at a cost not exceeding forty mil- 
Eons of dollars, the rights, privileges, franchises, cmcessionsi grants ot land, right of 
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way, unfinished work, plants, and other property, real, pMKmal, and mixedy d 
eveiy name and nature, owned hy the New Panama Canal Company, ci France, on 
the Isthmus of Panama, and all its maps, plans, drawingB, records on the Isthmus 
of Panama and in Paris, including all the capital stock, not less, however, than sixty- 
eight tiiousand eight hundred and sixty-three shares of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, owned hy or held for the use of said canal company, proYided a satisfactcxry 
title to all of said property can he obtained. 

Sec. 2. That the President is hereby authorized to acquire from the Kepublic ci 
Colombia, for and on beludf of the United States, upon such terms as he may deem 
reasonable, perpetual control of a strip of land, the territory of the Repuolic of 
Colombia, not less than six miles in wiath^ extending from the Caribbean Sea to the 
Pacific Ocean, and the right to use and dispose of the waters thereon, and to exca- 
vate, construct, and to }>erpetuallv maintain, operate, and protect thereon a canal, 
of such depth and capacity as will sMord convenient passage of ships of the greatest 
tonnage and draft now in use, from the Caribbean Sea to the Pacific Ocean, which 
control shall include the right to perpetuallv maintain and o^rate the Panama 
Railroad, if tlie ownership thereof, or a controlling interest therein, shall hav^een 
acquired by the United States, and also jurisdiction over said strip and the ports at 
the ends thereof to make such police and eanitary rules and regulations as shall be 
necessary to preserve order and preserve the pubhc health thereon, and to establish 
such judicial tribunals as may be agreed upon thereon as may be necessary to enforce 
such rules and regulations. 

The President may acquire such additional territory and rights from Colombia as 
in his jud^Dient will facihtate the general purpose hereof. 

Sec. 3. That when the President shall have arranged to secure a satisfactory title 
to the property of the New Panama Canal Company, as provided in section one hereof, 
and shall nave obtained by treaty control of the necessary territory from the Republic 
of Colombia, as provided in section two hereof, he is authcoized to pay for the prop- 
erty of the New Panama Canal Company forty millions of dollars ana to the Repubhc 
of Colombia such sum as shall have been agreed upon, and a sum sufficient for both 
said purposes is hereby appropriated, out of any money in the Treasury -not otherwise 
appropriated, to be paid on warrant or warrants drawn by the President. 

The President shall then through the Isthmian Canal Commission hereinafter 
authorized cause to be excavated, constructed, and completed, utilizing to that 
end as far as practicable the work heretofore done by the New Panama Csmal Com- 
pany, of France, and its predecessor company, a ship canal from tiiie Caribbean Sea 
to the Pacific Ocean. Such canal shall be of sufficient capacity and depth as shall 
afford convenient passage for vessels of the largest tonnage and greatest drait now 
in use, and such as may be reasonably anticipated, and riiall be supplied with all 
necessary locks and other appliances to meet the necessities of vessels passing throi^ 
the same from ocean to ocean; and he shall also cause to be constructed such safe 
and commodious harbors at the termini of said canal, and make such provisions for 
defense as may be necessary for the safety and protection of said canal and harbors. 
That the President is authorized for the purposes aforesaid to employ such persons 
as he may deem necessary, and to fix their compensatioki. 

Seo. 4. That should the President be unable to obtain for the United States a 
satisfactory title to the property of the New Panama Canal Companv and the control 
of the necessary territorv of the Republic of Colombia and the rignts mentioned in 
sections one and two of this Act, within a reasonable time and upon reasonable terms, 
then the President, having first obtained for the United States perpetual control by 
treaty of the necessary territory from Costa Rica and Nicaragua, upon terms which 
he may consider reasonable, for the construction, perpetual maintenance, operation, 
and protection of a canal connecting the Caribbean Sea witii the JPaciQc Ocean by 
what is commonly known as the Nicaragua route, shall through the said Isthmian 
Canal Commission cause to be excavated and constructed a ship csmal and waterway 
from a point on the shore of the Caribbean Sea near Greytown, oy way of Lake Nica- 
ragua, to a point near Brito on the Pacific Ocean. Said canal uiall loe of sufficient 
capacity and depth to afford convenient passage for vessels of the largest tonnage 
and greatest draft now in use,*and such as may be reasonably anticipate, and etkSH 
be supplied with all necessary locks and other appUances to meet tne necessities ol 
vessels passing through the same from ocean to ocean; and he shall also construct 
such safe and commodious harbors at the termini of said canal as G^ll be necessary 
for the safe and convenient use thereof, and shall make such provisions for defense 
as may be necessary for the safety and protection of said harbors and canal; and 
0uch sum or sums of money as may be agreed upon by such treatv as compensation 
to be paid to Nicaragua and Costa Rica for the concessions and rights hereunder pro- 
vided to be acquired by the United States, are hereby appropriated, out of any 
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money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriatedi to be paid on warrant or warrants 
drawn by the President. 

The President shall cause the said Isthmian Canal Commission to make such sur- 
veys as may be necessary for said canal and harbors to be made, and in maTn'ng such 
surveys and in the construction of said canal may employ such persons as he may 
deem necessary, and may fix their compensation. 

In the excavation and construction of said canal the San Juan River and Lake 
Nicaragua, or such parts of each as may be made available, shall be used. 

Sec. 5. That the sum of ten million dollars is hereby appropriated, out of any 
monev in the l^easury not otherwise appropriated, toward the project herein con- 
templated by either route so selected. 

And the Iresident is hereby authorized to cause to be entered into such contract 
or contracts as may be deemed necessary for the proper excavation, construction, 
completion, and defense of said canal, liarbors, and defenses, b^r the route finally 
determined ui)on under the provisions of this Act. Appropriations therefor shall 
from time to time be hereafter made, not to exceed in tne a&gregate the additional 
8um^X)f one hundred and thirty-five millions of dollars should, the Panama route be 
adopted, or one hundred and eighty millions of dollars should the Nicaragua route 
be adopted. 

Sec. 6. That in any a^eement with the Eepublic of Colombia, or with the States 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, the President is authorized to guarantee to said Republic 
or to said States the use of said canal and harbors^ upon such terms as may be agreed 
upon, for all vessels owned by said States or by citizens thereof. 

Sec. 7. That to enable the President to construct the canal and works appiu*tenant 
thereto as provided in this Act, there is hereby created the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, tlie same to be composed of seven members, who shall be nominated and ap- 
pointed by the President, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, and 
who shall serve until the completion of said canal imless sooner removed by the 
President, and one of whom shall be named as the chairman of said Commission. 
Of the^even members of said Commission at least foiur of them shall be persons learned 
and skilled in the science of engineering, and of the four at least one shall be an officer 
of the United States Army, and at least one other shall be an officer of the United 
States Navy, the said officers respectively beir^ eithjer upon the active or the retired ^ 
list of the Axmy or of the Navy. Said commissioners snail each receive such com- 
pensation as the President shall prescribe imtil the same shall have been otiierwise 
fixed by the Congress. In addition to the members of said Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, the President is hereby authorized through said Commission to employ in 
said service any of the en^neers of the United States Army at his discretion, and 
likewise to employ any engmeers in civil life, at his discretion, and any other persons 
necessary for tne proper and expeditious prosecution of said work. The compensa- 
tion of all such engineers and other persons employed imder this Act shall be fixed 
by said Commission, subject to the approval of tne President. The official salary 
of any officer appointed or employed imder this Act shall be deducted from the amount 
of salary or compensation provided by or which shall be fixed under the terms of this 
Act. Said Commission shall in all matters be subject to the direction and control of 
the President, and shall make to the President annually and at such other periods 
as may be required, either by law or by the order of the President, full and complete 
reports of all their actings and doings and of all moneys received and expended in 
the construction of said work and in the performance of their duties in connection 
therewith, which said reports shall be by the President transmitted to Congress. 
And the said Commission shall furthermore give to Congress, or either House of Con- 
gress, such information as may at any time be required either by Act of Confess 
or by the order of either House of Congress. The President shall cause to be provided 
and assigned for the use of the Commission such offices as may, with tiie suitable 
equipment of the same, be necessary and proper, in his discretion, for the proper 
discharge of the duties thereof. 

Sbo. 8. That the Secretary of the Treasury is hereby authorized to borrow on the 
credit of the United States from time to time, as the proceeds may be required to 
defray expenditures authorized by this Act (such proceeds when received to be used 
only for the purpose of meeting such expenditures), the sum of one himdred and 
thirty million dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary, and to prepare and 
issue therefor coupon or registered bonds of the United States in such form as he 
may prescribe, and in denominations of twenty dollars or some multiple of that sum, 
redeemable in gold coin at the pleasure of the United States after ten years from the 
date of their issue, and payable thirty years from such date, and bearing interest 
payable quarterly in gola coin at the rate of two per centum per annum; and the 
bonds herein authorized shall be exempt from all taxes or duties of the United States, 
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M well as from taxation in any fonn by or under State, municipal, or local autliorityt 
Provided, That said bonds may be disposed of by the Secretary of the Treasury at 
not less than par, under such regulations as he may prescribe, giving to all cit^iy^Tiw 
of the United States an equal opportunity to subscribe therefor, but no oonuniseioiis 
shall be allowed or paid thereon; and a sum not exceeding one-tenth of one per ceAtum 
of the amount of the bonds herein authorized is hereby appropriated, out ol ajiy 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, to pay the expense of prepckriug, 
advertising, and issuing the same.

A PROCLAlifATION. 

■ 

Whereas, a Convention between the United States of America and the Republic of 
Panama to insure the construction of a ship canal across the Icthmus of Panama to 
connect the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans, was concluded and signed by their respective 
Plenipotentiaries at Washington, on the eighteenth day of November^ one thousand 
nine nimdred and three, the original of which C!onvention, being m the Kngliah 
language, is word for word as follows: 

isthmian CANAL CONVENTION. 

The United States of America and the Republic of Panama being desirous to insure 
the construction of a ship canal across the Isthmus of Panama to connect the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans, ana the Congress of the United States of America having passed 
an act approved June 28, 1902^ in furtherance of that object, by which the I^esident 
of the United States is authonzed to acquire within a reasonable time the control of 
the necessary territory of the Republic of Colombia, and the sovereignty of such terri- 
tory being actually vested in the Republic of Panama, the high contracting parties 
have resolved for that purpose to conclude a convention and have accordingly appointed 
as their plenipotentiaries, — 
The President of the United States of America, John Hay, Secretary of State, and 
The Government of the Republic of Panama, Philippe Bunau-VariUa, Envoy 
Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary of the Republic of Panama, thereunto 
specially empowered by said government, who after communicating with each other 
tneir respective full powers, found to be in good and due form, have agreed upon and 
concluded the following articles: 

Abticlb I. 

The United States g:uarantees and will maintain the independence of the Republic 
of Panama. 

Abticlb II. 

The Republic of Panama grants to the United States in perpetuity the use, occupftp 
tion and control of a zone of land and land under water for the construction, main* 
tenance, operation, sanitation and protection of said canal of the width of ten mileB 
extending to the distance of five miles on each side of the center line of the route of 
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Che caaal to be constructed; the said zone beginning in the Caribbean Sea three 
marine miles from niean low water mark and extending to and across the Isthmus of 
Panama into the Pacific Ocean to a distance of three marme miles from mean low water 
mark with the proviso that the cities of Panama and Colon and the harbors adjacent 
to said cities, wnich are included within the boundaries of the zone above described, 
shall not be included within this grant. The Republic of Panama further grants to 
the United States in perpetuity the use, occupation and control of any other lands 
and waters outside of the zone above described which may be necessary and convenient 
for the construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation and protection of the said 
Canal or of any auxiliary canals or other works necessary and convenient for tJie con- 
struction, maintenance, operation, sanitatidn and protection of said enterprise. 

The Republic 9f Panama further grants in like manner to the United States in per- 
petuity all islands within the limits of the zone above described and in addition tJiereto 
the group of small islands in the Bay of Panama, named Perico, Naos, Culebra and 
Flamenco. 

Abtiolb III. 

The Republic of Panama grants to the United States all the rights, power and author- 
ity within the zone mentioned and described in Article II of this agreement and within 
the limits of all auxiliary lands and waters mentioned and described in said Article II 
which the United States would possess and exercise if it were the sovereign of tihe terri- 
tory within which said lands and waters are located to the entire exclusion of the 
exercise by the Republic of Panama of any such sovereign rights, power or authority. 

Abtiolb IV. 

As rights subsidiary to the above grants the Republic of Panama grants in perpetuity 
to the United States the right to use the rivers, streams, lakes and other bodies of water 
within its limits for navigation, the supply of water or water-power or other purposes, 
so far as the use of said rivers, streams. Luces and bodies of water and the waters thereof 
may be necessary and convenient for the construction, maintenance, operation, 
Bamtation and protection of the said Canal. 

/ 
Artiolb V. 

The Republic of Panama grants to the United States in perpetuity a monopoly for 
the construction, maintenance and operation of any system of communication by means 
of canal or railroad across its territory between the Caribbean Sea and the Pacific Ocean. 

Abticlb YI. 

The grants herein contained shall in no manner invalidate the titles or rights of 
private land holders or owners of private property in the said zone or in or to any of 
the lands or waters granted to the United States by the provisions of any Article of thia 
treaty, nor shall they interiere with the rights of way over the public roads passing 
through Hie said zone or over any of the said lands or waters unless said rights of way 
or private rights shall conflict with rights herein granted to the United States in which 
case the rights of the United States shall be superior. All damages caused to the owners 
of private lands or private property of any land by reason of the grants contained in 
this treaty ar by reason of the operations of the United States, its agents or employees, 
or by reason of the construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation and protection of 
the said Canal ot of the works ^i sanitation and protection herein providea for, shall bo 
appraised and settled by a joint Commission appointed by the Governments of the 
united States and the Republic of Panama, whose decisions as to such damages shall 
be final and whose awards as to such damages shall be paid solelvby the United 
States. No part of the work on said Canal or the Panama Railroad er on any aux- 
iliary works relating thereto and authorized by the terms of this treaty shall be 
Srevented, delayed or impeded by or pending such proceedings to ascertain such 
amages. The appraisal of said private lands and private property and the assessment 
•I damagoi te them shall be based upon their value before the date of this convention. 

AnTTcui VIL 

The Republic of Panama mnti to the United States within the limits of the cities 
of Panama and Colon and uieir adjacent harbors and within the territory adjacent 
thereto the right to acauire by purchase or by the exercise of the right of eminent 
domain, any kodo, builaings, water rights or other propertiee necessary and convenioni

for the constmctioii, maintenance, operation and protection of the Canal and of any 
works of sanitation, such as the collection and disposition of sewage and the distribu- 
tion of water in the said cities of Panama and Colon, which, in the discretion of the 
United States may be necessary and convenient for the construction, maintenance, 
operation, sanitation and protection of the said Canal and railroad. All such works of 
sanitation, collection and disposition of sewage and distribution of water in the cities 
of Panama and Colon shall be made at the expense of the United States, and the Gov- 
ernment of the United States, its agents or nominees shall be authorized to im^fose 
and collect water rates and sewerage rates which shall be sufficient to provide for the 
payment of interest and tiie amortization of the principal of the cost of said works 
within a period of fifty years and upon the expiration of said term of fifty years the 
system of sewers and water works shall revert to and become the properties of the cities 
of Panama and Colon respectively, and the use of the water shall be free to the inhabi- 
tants of Panama and Colon, except to the extent that water rates may be necessary for 
* the operation and maintenance of said system of sewers and water. 

The Republic of Panama agrees that the cities of Panama and Colon shall comply 
in perpetuity with the sanitary ordinances whether of a preventive or curative 
character prescribed by the United States and in case the Government of Panama 
is unable or fails in its duty to enforce this compliance by the cities of Panama and 
Colon with the sanitary ordinances of the United States the Republic of Panama 
grants to the United States the right and authority to enforce the same. 

The same right and authority are granted to the United States for the maintenance 
of public order, in the cities of Panama and Colon and the territories and harbors 
adjacent thereto in case the Republic of Panama should not be, in the judgment oi 
tiie United States, able to maintain such order. 

f 

Article VIII. ^ 

The Republic of Panama grants to the United States all rights which it now has or 
hereafter may acquire to the property of the New Panama Canal Company and the 
Panama Railroad Company as a result of the transfer of sovereignty from the Republic 
of Colombia to the Republic of Panama over the Isthmus of Panama and authorizes 
the New Panama Canal Company to sell and transfer to the United States its rights, 
privileges, properties and concessions as well as the Panama Railroad and all the 
shares or part of the shares of that company; but the public lands situated outside of 
the Zone aescribed in Article II of this treaty now included in the concessions to both 
said enterprises and not required in the construction <x operation of the Canal shall 
revert to the Republic of Panama except any property now owned by or in the posses- 
lion of said companies within Panama or Colon or the ports or terminals thereof. 

Articlb IX. 

The United States agrees that the ports at either entrance of the Canal and the waters 
thereof, and ^e Republic of Panama agrees that the towns of Panama and Colon shall 
be free for all time so that there shall not be imposed or collected custom house tolls, 
tonnage, anchorage, light-house, wharf, pilot, or quarantine dues or any other charges 
or taxes of any kind upon any vessel using or passmg through the Canal or belonging to 
or employed by the United States, direcUy or indirectly, in connection with the con- 
struction, maintenance, operation, sanitation and protection of the main Canal, or 
auxiliary works, or upon the cargo, officers, crew or passengers of any such vessels, except 
such tolls and charges as may be imposed by the United States for the use of the Canal 
and other works^ and except tolls and charges imposed by the Republic ci Panama 
upon merchandise destined to be introduced for tiie consumption of the rest of the 
Republic of Panama, and upon vessels touching at the ports of Colon and Panama and 
which do not cross the Canal. 

The Government of the Republic of Panama shall have the right to establish in such 
ports and in the towns of Panama and Colon such houses and guards as it may deem 
necessary to collect duties on importations destined to other portions of Panama and 
to prevent contraband trade. The United States shall have the right to make use of 
the towBS and harbors of Panama and Colon as places of anchorage, and for making 
repairs^ for loading, unloading, depositing, or trans-shipping cargoes either in transit 
or destmed for the service of the Canal and for other works pertaining to the CanaU 

Abticlb X. 

The Republic of Panama agrees that there shall not be imposed any taxes, national; 
municipaf, departmental, or of any other class, upon the Canal, the railways and aux« 
iliary works^ tugs and other vessels employed in the service of the Canali store housei% 
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worV shops, offices, quarters for laborers, factories of all kinds, warehouses, wharvesy 
machinery, and other works, property, and effects appertaining to the Canal or rail« 
road and auxiliary works, or tneir omcers or employees, situated within the cities of 
Panama and Colon, and that there shall not be imposed contributions or charges of a 
personal character of any kind upon officers, employees, laborers, and other individuals 
in the service of the Canal and railroad and auxiliary works. 

Abtiolb XI. 

The United States agrees t3iat the official dispatches of the Government of the Repub- 
lic of Panama shall be transmitted over any telegraph and telephone lines established 
for Canal purposes and used for public and private business at rates not higher than 
ihoee reqmrea from officials in the service of the United States. 

Abtiolb XII. 

The (jovemment of the Eepublic of Panama shall permit the immigration and free 
access to the lands and workshops of the Canal and its auxiliary works of all employees 
and workmen of whatever nationality under contract to work upon or seeking employ* 
ment upon or in any wise connected with the said Canal and its auxiliarv works, with 
their respective fanulies, and all such persons shall be free and exempt from the mill* 
tary service of the EepubUc of Panama. 

Abtiolb XIII. 

The United States may import at any time into the said zone and auxiliarjr lands, 
free of customs duties, imposts, taxes, or other charges, and without any restrictions, 
any and all vessels, dredges, engines, cars, machinery, tools, explosives, materials, 
supplies, and other articles necessary and convenient in the construction, maintenance, 
operation, sanitation and protection of the Canal and auxiliary works, and all pro- 
"Visions, medicines, clothing, supplies and othar things necessary and convenient for 
ihe officers, employees, workmen and laborers in the service and employ of the United 
States and for tneir faooilies. If any such articles are disposed of for use outside of the 
sone and anxilianr lands granted to the United States and within the territory of the 
Republic, they snail be subject to the same import or other duties as like articles 
imported under tke laws of the Republic of Panama. 

Abticlb XIV. 

AB the price or compensation for the rights, powers ana privileges granted in this 
convention by the Republic of Panama to the United States, the Grovemment of the 
United States agrees to pay to the Republic of Panama the sum of ten million dollars 
($10,000j000) in gold coin of tibe Unitea States on the exchange of the ratification of this 
convention and also an annual payment during the life of this convention of two hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars ($250,000) in lixe gold coin, beginning nine years after 
the date aforesaid. 

The provisions of this Article shall be in addition to all other benefits assured to the 
Republic of Panama under this convention. 

But no delay or difference of opinion under this Article or any other provisions of this 
treaty shall anect or interrupt the full operation and effect of this convention in all 
other respects. 

Abticlb XV. 

The joint commission referred to in Article VI shall be established as follows: 
The President of the United States shall nominate two persons and the President 
of the Republic ef Panama shall nominate two persons and they shall proceed to a 
decision; but m. case of disagreement of the Commission (by reason of their being 
eaually aivided in conclusion) an umpire shall be appointed by the two Governments 
who shall render the decision. In the event of the death, absence, or incapacitv of 
a Commissioner or Umpire, or of his omitting, declining orceasing to act, his place shall 
be filled by the appointment of another person in the manner above indicated. All 
decisions by a majority of l^e Commission or by the umpire shall be final. 

Abticlb XVI. 

The two Governments shall make adequate provision by future agreement for the 
puxsuiti capture, imprisonment, detention and delivery within said zone and auxiliary 
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lands to tlie authorities of the Republic of Panama of penons cliai^g«d with the commH- 
ment of crimes, felonies or misdemeanon without said zone and for the pursuit, cap- 
ture, imprisonment, detention and delivery without said zone to the authorities of the 
United States of persons chained with the commitment of crimes, felonies and misde- 
meanors within said zone and auxiliary lands. « 

abtxcls xvn. , 

The Republic of Panama grants to the United States the use of all the ports of the 
Republic open to commerce as places of refuge for an^r vessels employed in the Canal 
enterprise, and for all vessels passing or bound to pus thncrugh the Canal which may 
be in distress and be driven to seek refuge in said ports. Such vessels shall be exempt 
from anchorage and tonnage dues on the part of the RepubHc of Panama. 

Abtioiji XVIII. 

'The Canal, when constructed, and the entrances thereto shall be neutral in perpe- 
^tttity, and shall be opened upon the terms provided for by Section I of Article three 
of, and in coQfoimity with all the stipulations of, the treaty entered into by the Gov- 
emments of the United States and Great Britain on November 18, 1901. 

Abticlb XIX. 

The Government of the Republic of Panama shall have the right to transport over 
the Canal its vessels and its ^oops and munitions of war in such vessels at all times 
without paying charges of any kind. The exemption is to be extended to the auxiliary 
ndlway for the tnmsportation of persons in the service of the Republic of Panama, or 
of the jpoHce force chaiged with the preservation of public order outside of said zone, 
as wdi as to their baggage, munitions of war and supplies. 

AsTioiJi XX. 

If by virtue of any existing treaty in relation to the territory of the Isthmus of 
Panama, whereof the obligations shall descend or be assumed by the Republic of 
Panama, there may be an^ privilege or concession in favor of the Government or the 
citizens or subjects of a third power relative to an interoceanic means of communica- 
tion which in aiiy of its terms may be incompatible with the terms of the i)resent 
convention, the Republic of Panama ames to cancel or modify such treaty in due 
form^ for which purpose it shall give to the said third power the requisite notification 
within the term of four months from the date of the present convention, and in case 
the existing treaty contains no clause permitting its modifications or annulment, the 
Republic of Panama agrees to procure its modification or annulment in such form that 
there shall not exist any conflict with the stipulations of the present convention. 

Abticlb XXI. 

The rights and privileges granted by the Republic of Panama to the United States 
in the preceding Articles are understood to be free of all anterior debts, liens, trusts, or 
liabilities, or concessions or privile^ to other Governments, corporations, syndicates 
or individuals, and consec]^uently, if there should arise any claims on account of tiie 
present concessions and privileges or otherwise, the claimants shall resort to the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Panama and not to the United States for any indemnity 
or compromise which may be required. 

Abticlb XXII. 

The Republic of Panama renounces and grants to the United States the participation 
to which it might be entitled in the future earnings of the Canal under Article XV of 
the concessionary contract with Lucien N. B. Wyse now owned b>; the New Panama 
Canal Company and any and all other rights or claims of a pecuniary nature arising 
under or relating to said concession, or arising under or relating to the concessions to 
the Panama Rauroad Company or any extension or modification thereof; and it like- 
wise renounces, confirms and grants to the United States, now and hereafter, all the 
rights and property reserved in the said concessions which otherwise would belong to 
Panama at or before Ihe expiration of the terms of ninety-nine ^rears of the concessioDS 
granted to or held by the above mentioned party and companies, and all right, title 
and interest which it now has or may hereafter have, in and to the laadS| canaii woiki^ 
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property and riglits lield by the said companies under said concenioos or otherwise, 
and acquired or to be acquired by the United States froiti or through the New Panama 
Canal Company, including; any property and rights which might or may in the future 
either by lapse of time, forfeiture or otherwise, revert to the Republic of Panama 
under any contracts or concessions, with said Wyse, the Universal Panama Canal 
Ck>mpany, the Panama Railroad Company and the New Panama CajuJ Company. 

The aroresaid rights and property shall be and are free and released from any present 
or reversionary interest or claims of Panama and the title of the United States thereto 
upon consummation of the contemplated purchase by the United States from the New 
Panama Canal Company, shall be absolute, so far as concerns the Republic of Panama^ 
excepting always the rights of the Republic specifically secured under this treaty. 

Abtigui XXIII. 

If it should become necessary at any time to employ armed forces for the safety or 
protection of the Canal, or of the ships that make use of the same, or titie railways and 
auxiliary w(»rks, the United States snail have the right, at i^ times and in its discre- 
tion, to use its police and its land and naval forces or to establish fortifications for these 
purposes. 

Abtiolb XXIY. 

No change either in the Government or in the laws and treaties of the Republic of 
Panama slmil, without the consent of the United States, affect any right of the United 
States under the present convention, or under any treaty stipidation between the two 
countries that now exists or may hereafter exist touching the subject matter of this 
convention. 

If the Republic of Panama shall hereafter enter as a constituent into any other Gov- 
ernment or into any union or confederation of states, so as to merge her sovereignty or 
independence in such Government, union or confederation, the rights of the Umted 
States under this convention shall not be in any respect lessened or impaired. 

Abugui XXV. 

For the better performance of the engagements of this convention and to the end of 
the efficient protection of the Canal and the preservation of its neutrality, the Gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Panama will sell or lease to the United States lands ade- 
quate and necessary for naval or coaling stations on the Pacific Coast and on the western 
Caribbean Coast of the Republic at certain points to be agreed upon with the President 
of the United States. 

Abticlb XXVI. 

This convention when signed by the Plenipotentiaries of the Contracting Parties 
shall be ratified by the respective Governments and the ratifications shall be exchanged 
at Washington at the earliest date possible: 

In faith whereof the respective PlenipotentiarieB have signed the present convention 
in duplicate and have hereunto affixed their respective seals. 

Done at the City of Washington the 18th day of November in the year of our Lord 
nineteen hundred and three.

And whereas the said ConventioB has been duly ratified on both parts, and the 
ratifications of the two governments were exchanged in the City of Wa^ington, on 
the twenty-sixth day of February, one thousand mne hundred and four; 

Now, therefore, be it known tiiat I, Theodore Roosevelt, President of the United 
States of America, have caused the said Convention to be made public, to the end 
that the same and every article and clause thereof, may be observed and fulfilled with 
good faith by the United States and the citizens thereof. 

In testimony whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed.

United States the zone of land and land under water of the width often miles, extend- 
ing to the distance of five miles on each side of the center line of the route of the canal 
to be constructed thereon, which said zone begins in the Caribbean Sea three marine 
miles from mean low-water mark and extends to and across the Isthmus of Panama 
into the Pacific Ocean to the distance of three marine miles from mean low-water 
mark, and also of all islands within said zone, and in addition thereto the group of 
islanas in the.

The said zone is hereinafter referred to as "the 
Caoal Zone. " The payment of the ten millions of dollars provided by article fourteen 
of said treaty riiall oe made in lieu of the indefinite appropriation made in the third 
section of ^e Act of June twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and two, and is hereby 
appropriated for said purpose. 

Sbo. 2. That until the expiration of the Fifty-eighth Congress, unless provision for 
the temporary government of the Canal Zone be sooner nmde by Congress, all the 
mditary, civil, and judicial powers as well as the power to make all nues and regu« 
lations neceesary for the government of the Canal Zone and all the riehts, powers, and 
authority granted by the terms of said treaty to the United States uiall be vested in 
such person or persons and shall be exercised in such manner as the President shall 
direct for tiie government of said Zone and maintaining and protecting the inhabitants 
thereof in the free enjoyment of their liberty, property, and religion.

Be H enacted hy the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That all laws anectmg imports of articles, goods, wares, and

Be it eruuted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled , That every common carrier by railh)ad while engaging in com- 
merce between any of the several States or Territories, or between any of the States and 
Territories, or between the District of Columbia and anv of the States or Territories, 
or between the District of Columbia or any of the States or Territories and any 
foreign nation or nations, shall be liable in damages to any person suffering injiuv 
while he is em|)loyed by such carrier in such commerce, or, in case of the death of such 
emplovee, to his or her personal reiM-esentative, for the benefit of the surviving widow 
or husband and children of such emplovee; and, if none, tiien of such employee's par- 
ents; and, ii none, then of the next of kin dependent upon such employee, for such 
injury or death resulting in whole or in part from the negligence of any of the officers, 
agents, or employees of such carrier, or by reason of any aefect or insufficiency, due to 
its negligence, in its cars, engines, appliances, madiinery, track, roadbed, works, 
boats, wharves, or other equipment. 

Sec. 2. That every common carrier by railroad in the Territories, the District of

For pay of officers and employees other than skilled and unskilled labor 
engaged in the sanitation department on the Isthmus, seven hundred thousand dollars 
and tiie unexpended balances of appropriations for these objects June thirtieth, nine- 
teen himdrea and eight; 

Twelfth. For skilled and unskilled labor engaged in the sanitation department on 
the Isthmus of Panama, five hundred thousand dollars; 

Thirteenth. For material, supplies, equipment, new buildings, and contiDgent ex- 
penses of the sanitation department on the Isthmus, three hundred and seventji five 
thousand dollars, and the unexpended balances of appropriations for these objects June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and eight; 

Fourteenth. For the construction of the new Panama Railroad to be disbursed 
directly under the Isthmian Canal Commission, one million and eighty-five thousand 
dollars; 

In all, twenty-nine million one himdred and seventy-seven thousand dollars, the 
■ame to be avauable tin til expended: Provided j That all expenditures from the appro- 
priation herein and hereinafter made for the Isthmian Canal shall be paid from, or reim- 
bursed to the Treasury of the United States out of, the proceeds of the sale of the bonds 
authorized in section eight of the Act approved Jime twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred 
and two. 

To pay Pembroke B. Banton, of Waterloo, Iowa, to compensate him for injuries 
received while in the employment of the Government on the Isthmian Canal, ten 
thousand dollars.

An Act Granting to certain employees of the United States the right to receive from it compensatloa 

for Injuries sustained in the course of tbeir employment. 

Be it enacted by (he Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That when, on or after August first, nineteen hundred and 
eight, any person employed by the United States as an artisan or laborer in any of 
its manukcturing establishments, arsenals, or navy-yards, or in the construction of 
river and harbor or fortification work or in hazardous employment on construction 
work in the reclamation of arid lands or the management and control of the same» or 
in hazardous employment under the Isthmian Cimal Commission, is injured in the 
course of such employment, such employee shall be entitled to receive for one year 
thereafter, unless sucn employee, in the opinion of the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor, be sooner able to resume work, the same pay as if he continued to be employed, 
such payment to be made under such regulations as the Secretary of Conmierce and 
Labor may prescribe: Provided, That no compensation shall be paid under this Act 
where the injury is due to the negligence or misconduct of the employee injured, nor 
unless said injury shall continue for more than fifteen days. All questions of n^li« 
gence or misconduct shall be determined by the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. 

Sec. 2. That if any artisan or laborer so employed shall die during the said year by 
reason of such injury received in the course of such employment, leaving a widow, 
or a child or children under sixteen years of age, or a dependent parent, such widow 
and child or children and dependent parent shall be entitled to receive, in such 
portions and under such regulations as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may 
prescribe, the same amount, for the remainder of the said year, that said artisan or 
laborer would be entitled to receive as pay if such employee were alive and continued 
to be employed: Provided, That if the widow shall die at any time during the said 
year her portion of said amount shall be added to the amount to be paid to the remain- 
ing beneficiaries under the provisions of this section, if there be any. 

Sec. 3. That whenever an accident occurs to any employee embraced within the 
terms of the first section of this Act, and which results in death or a probable incapacity 
for work, it shall be the duty of the official superior of such employee to at once report 
such accident and the injury resulting therefrom to the head of nis Bureau or inde- 
pendent office, and his report shall be immediately communicated through regular 
official channels to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor. Such report shall ^te^ 
first, the time, cause, and nature of the accident and injiuy and the probable duration 
of the injury resulting therefrom; second, whether the accident arose out of or in the 
coiuse of the injured person's employment; third, whether the accident was due to 
negligence or misconduct on the part of the employee injured; fourth, any other 
matters required by such rules and regulations as the Secretary of Commerce and 
Labor may prescribe. The head of each Department or independent office shall have 
power, howeverj to charge a special official with the duty of making such reports. 

Sec. 4. That m the case of any accident which shall result in death, the persona 
entitled to compensation under this Act or their legal representative shall, within 
ninety days after such death, file with the Secretary of Conmierce and Labor an 
affidavit setting forth their relationship to the deceased and the ground of their claim 
for compensation under the provisions of this Act. This shall be accompanied by the 
certificate of the attending physician setting forth the fact and cause of death, or the 
nonproduction of the certificate i^all be satisfactorily accounted for. In the case of 
incapacity for work lasting more than fifteen days, tne injiu*ed party desiring to take 
the benent of this Act shall, within a reasonable period after tne expiration of such 
time, file with his official superior, to be forwarded through regular official channels 
to the Secretary of Commerce and Labor, an affidavit setting tmh, the grounds of his 
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claim for compensatioiiy to be accompanied by a certificate of the attending ph3rBicia]i 
as to the cause and nature of the injury and probable duration of the incapacity, or the 
nonproduction of the certificate shall be satisfactorily accounted for. If the Secretary 
of Commerce and lAbor shall find from the report and ajffidavit or other evidence 
produced by the claimant or his or her legal representatives, or from such additional 
investigation as the Secretary of Commerce and Labor may direct, that a claim tag 
compensation is established under this Act, the compensation to be paid shall be 
determined as provided under this Act and approved for payment by the Secretary 
of Commerce and Labor. 

Sec. 5. That the employee shall, whenever and as often as required by the Secre- 
taiy of Commerce and Labor, at leaist once in six months, submit to medical examina- 
tion, to be provided and j>aid for under the direction of the Secretary, and if such 
employee refuses to submit to or obstructs such examination, his or her rkht to com- 
pensation shall be lost for the period covered by the continuance of such refusal or 
obstruction. 

Seo. 6. That payments under this Act are only to be made to the beneficiaries or 
their Ic^ representatives other than assignees, and shall not be subject to the claims 
of creditors. 

Sec. 7. That the United States shall not exempt itself from liability imder this Act 
by any contract, agreement, rule, or regulation, and any such contract, agreement, 
rule, or regulation eiiall be pro tanto void. 

Seo. 8. That all Acts or parts of Acts in conflict herewith or providing a diSerenft 
scale of compensation or otherwise regulating its payment are hereby repealed*

An Act Relating to injured employeoB on the Isthmian CanaL 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled^ That nothing contamed in the Act approved May thirtieth, 
nineteen himdred ana eight, entitled ''An Act granting to certain employees of the 
United States the right to receive from it compensation for injuries sustamed in the 
coiirse of their employment, ' ' shall prevent the Isthmian Canal Commission, under itiles 
to be fixed by the commission, from granting to its injured employees, whether engaged 
in a hazardous employment or otherwise, leave of absence with pay for time necessarily 
lost as a result of injuries received in the course of employment, not exceeding in the 
aggregate thirty days per.anniim: Provided^ however ^ That compensation paid to sudi 
injured employees under such regulations shall be deducted from any compensation 
which such employees may be entitled to receive imder the terms of the said Act. 

Approved, February 24, 1909. 

An Act Relating to the use, control, and ownership of lands In the Canal Zone, Isthmus of Panama. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the President is hereby autnorized to grant leases of the 
public lands in the Canal Zone, Isthmus of Panama^ for such period, not exceeding 
twenty-five years, and upon such terms and conditions as he may deem advisable. 
No lease, however, shall oe granted for a tract of land in excess of fifty hectares, nor 
to any person who shall not have first established, by affidavit and by such other proof 
as may DO required, that such person is the head of a family or over the age of twenty- 
one years, and that the application for a lease is made in good faith for the purposes 
of actual settlement and cidtivation, and not for the benefit of any other person what- 
soever, and tJiat such person will faithfully comply with all the requirements of law 
as to settlement, residence, and cultivation. In granting such leases preference shall 
be accorded to actual occupants of lands in good faith. 

Sec. 2. That no portion of the lands of the United States within the Canal Zone 
ahall be leased hereunder unless it shall first be made to appear, by a statement or 

glat filed by the Isthmian Canal Commission with the collector of revenues for the 
anal Zone, that it is not contemplated to use such limds in the work of canal con- 
struction OS to set the same aside as a town site; and all leases shall be made subject 
to the provision that if at any time it shall become neceseary, notwithstanding, for 
the United States to occupy or use any portion of the leased lands, it shall have the 
xif ht to do so without further compensation to the lessee than for the reasonable value 
of the necessary improvements made upon said tracts by the lessee, the same to be 
determined by the courts of the Canal Zone. 
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Sbo. 3. That all lesfles of lands hereunder shall reserve to the United States all 
mineral, oil. and gas rights in the lands leased. 

Sec. 4. That the President may, in his discretion, require a land survey to be made 
of the Canal Zone. 

Seo. 5. That the powers conferred upon the President imder this Act may be exer- 
cised by him through the Isthmian Canal Conunission or in such other manner as he 
may designate.

The forgoing appropriations shall be available to reimburse the Panama 
Ksdlroad Company for marine losses and for losses due to destruction of or damage to 
its plant, equipment, or commissary supplies by fire: Provided, That the Panama 
Railroad Company shall carry no insurance against loss from causes covered by this 
appropriation: Provided, f ur mer, Th&t hereafter payment by the Panama Kailroad 
Company to the Unitea States, in accordance with the treaty with Panama, of the 
annual subsidy of two himdred and fifty thousand dollars, as provided by the conces- 
sion granted by the United States of Colombia, shall not be reauired. 

Sec. 3. All funds collected by the government of the Canal Zone from rentals of 
public lands and building in the Canal Zone and the cities of Panama and Colon, and 
from the zone postal service, and from court fees and fines, and collected or raised by 
taxation in whatever form under the laws of the government of the Canal Zone, are 
hereby appropriated imtil and including June thirtieth, nineteen himdred and eleven, 
as follows: The revenues derived from the postal service to the maintenance of that 
service; the remaining revenues, after setting aside a miscellaneous and contingent 
fund of ten thousand dollars, to the maintenance of the public-school system in the 
zone; to the constraction ana maintenance of public improvements within the zone, 
to the maintenance of the administrative districts; to the maintenance of Canal Zone 
charity patients in the hospitals of the Isthmian Canal Commission, and to the main- 
tenance of administrative district prisoners. A detailed and classified statement of 
all receipts and expenditures without the duplication of items under this paragraph , 
shall be submitted to Congress after the close of the fiscal year nineteen himdri^ and 
eleven. 

Sec. 4. All funds realized during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and eleven by 
the Isthmian Canal Commission from Ibe performance of services by the commission, 
or from rentals, or from the sale of materials and supplies under the custody or control 
of the commission, are appropriated for expenditure imder any of the foregoing classi- 
fied appropriations for the department of construction and engineering, and a mil and 
separate report in detail of all transactions hereunder shall be made to Congress. 

Sec. 5. Hereafter there shall be submitted under each item of appropriation, pro- 
posed in the annual estimates for construction of the Isthmian Canal, notes eiving in 
parallel columns information which will show the number, by grade or classes, of 
officers, employees, and skilled and unskilled laborers proposed to be paid imdcr 
each of said appropriations for the ensuing fiscal year and those being paid at the close 
of the fiscal year next preceding the period when said estimates are prepared and 
submitted; also, in connection with eacn item for material and miscellaneous purpose a 
other than salaries or pay for personal services, the amounts actually expended or 
obligated for like purposes during the entire fiscal year next preceding uie preparation 
and submission of said estimates. 

Sec. 6. Hereafter the statement of the proceeds of all sales of old material, con- 
demned stores, supplies, or other public property of any kind shall be submitted to 
Congress at the beginning of each regular session thereof as a separate communicatioa 
and shall not hereafter be included in the annual Book of Estimates. 

Sec 10. That all sums appropriated by this Act for salaries of officers and employees 
of the Government shall be m full for such salaries for the fiscal year nineteen hundred 
and eleven, and all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the provisions of this Act be, 
and the same are hereby, repealed.

Resolved by the Senate and House of RevresentaHves of the United States ofAfneriea in 
Congress assembled, That whenever it shall be shown to the satisfaction of the President 
of the United States that a suitable site has been selected, and that the sum of not leas 
than fifteen million dollars will be available to enable the Panama-Pacific Inter- 
national Exposition Company^ a corporation organized and existing under and by 
virtue of the laws of the State of California, for the purpose of inaugurating, canying 
foiward, and holding an expoation at the city and county of San Francisco, Calif omia, 
on or about the first day of January, nineteen hundred and fifteen, to celebrate the 
completion and opening of the Panama Canal, and also the four hundredth anniversary 
•f the discovery of the Pacific Ocean, the President of the United States be, and he 
hereby is, authorized and respectfuUv requested, by proclamation or in such manner 
as he may deem proper, to invite all forei^ countries and nations to such proposed 
exposition, with a request that they participate therein.

An Act To restrain the Secretary of the Treasury horn receiving bonds issued to provide money lor the 
building of the Panama Canal as security for the issue of circulating notes to national banks, and lor other 
purixffies. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled. That the Secretaiy of the Treasury oe, and he is hereby, autJior- 
ized to insert in the bonds to be issued by him under section thirty-nine of an Act 
entitled ''An Act to provide revenue, equaUze duties, and encourage the industries 
of the United States, and for other purposes, " approved August fifth, nineteen hun- 
dred and nine, a provision that such bonds shall not be receivable b)r the Treasurer of 
tiie United States as security for the issue of circulating notes to national bulks; and 
the bonds containing such provision shall not be receivable for that 'purpose.

pfixtract from an act making appropriations for the naval service for the fiscal year ending Tone thlrtietb* 

nineteen hundred and twelve, and for other purposes.] 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States ofAmarioa 
in Congress assembled, That the following sums be, and they are hereby, appropriated, 
to be paid out of any money in the Treasurv not otherwise appropriated, for the naval 
service of the Government for the year ending Jime thirtieth, nmeteen hundred and 
twelve, and for other purposes. 

By a joint resolution of Congress the President of the United States has been auth<^« 
ized ana respectfully requested, by a proclamation or in such manner as he may deem 
proper, to invite all foremi countries and nations to attend and participate in an 
exposition at the city ana county of San Francisco, California, on or about the first 
day of January, nineteen hundred and fifteen, to celebrate the completion and open« 
ing of tlie Panama Canal, and also the four hundredth anniversary of the discovery of 
the Pacific Ocean. 

The President is further authorized and respectfully requested, in extending his 
invitation to the foreign nations in pursuance of the aforesaid joint resolution of Con- 
cress, to invite their representatives and their fleets to assemble at Hampton Roads, 
Virginia, and from thence come to the city of Washington, there to be formally wel- 
comed by the President; and at the conclusion of the ceremonies at Washington, the 
President is requested to proceed to Hampton Boads and there review the assembled 
fleets as they start on their voyage to the city of San Francisco.

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the following sums be, and the same are hereby, ai>pro- 
priated, for the objects hereinafter expressed, for the fiscal year ending June thirtieth, 
nineteen hundred and twelve, namely:

THE ISTHMIAN OANAL. 

To continue the construction of the Isthmian Canal, to be expended under the 
direction of the President, in accordance with an Act entitled ''An Act to provide for 
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tlie conBtracti<m of a canal connecting the waten of the Atlantic and Pacific oceans, " 
MiHfoved June twenty-eiehth, nineteen hundred and two, and Acts amendatory 
thereof or supplementftfy mereto: 

First. For salaries of officers and employees of the Isthmian CSanal Commission, 
including assistant purchasing and diipping agents, and all other employees in the 
United States, one hundred and thirty thousand dollars. 

Second. For incidental expenses, including rents, cable and telegraph service, 
eupplies, stationery and printing, and actuaf necessary travelingexpenses in the 
United States (including rent of tne Panama Canal building in the District of Colum- 
bia, seven thousand five hundred dollars^ textbooks ana books of reference, oi^e 
thousand dollius, and additional compensation to the Auditor for the War Department 
for extra services in auditing accounts of the Isthmian Canal, (me thousand dollars), 
fifty thousand dollars. 

Third. For pay of members of the commission and officers and employees on the 
Isthmus, other than sldlled and unskilled labor, including civil engineers, super- 
intendents, instrumentmen, transitmen, levelmen, rodmen, draftsmen, timekeepers, 
mechanicAl and electrical engineers, quartermasters, clerks, accoimtants, stenog- 
raphers, storekeepers, messengers, office boys, foremen and subforemen, wagon masters, 
watchmen, and stewards, including those temporarily detailed for duty away from the 
Isthmus, in the departments of construction and engineering, quartermaster's, sub- 
sistence, disbursements and examination of accounts, three million nine hundred 
thousand dollars: Providedf That not more than five tnousand dollars of this appro- 
priation shall be paid as compensation to the secretary of the commission. 

Fourth. For skilled and unskilled labor on the Istlunus, including engmeers, con- 
ductors, firemen, brakemen, electricians, teamsters, cranesmen, machinists, black- 
smiths, and other artisans, and their heli>erB; janitors, sailors, cooks, waiters, and 
dairymen, for the departments of construction and engineering, quartermaster's, sub- 
sistence, disbursements and examination of accounts, sixteen million five hundred 
thousand dollars. 

f^th. For }>urchase and delivery of material, supplies, and equipment, including 
cost of inspecting material and of paying traveling expenses incident thereto, whether 
on the Istnmus or elsewhere, and such other expenses not in the United States as the 
commission deems necessary to best promote the construction of the Isthmus Canal, 
for the departments of construction and engineering, quartermaster's, subsistence, 
disbursements and examination of accounts, nineteen million dollars. 

^xth. For miscellaneous expenditures, cable and tele^ph service, stationery and 
printing, local railway transportation, special trains, including pay-train service; 
transportation of currency to the Isthmus, recruiting and transporting laborers, trans- 
porting employees from the United States, repatriating laborers and employees, 
actual necessary traveling expenses while on tne Isthmus on official business; expenses 
incident to conducting hearings and examining estimates for appropriations on the 
Isthmus, and all other incidental and contingent expenses not otherwise provided for, 
for the departments of construction and engineering, quartermaster's, subsistence, 
disbursements and examination of accoimts, nine hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Seventh. For p&y of the member of the commission in charge, of officers and employ- 
ees, other than skilled and unskilled labor, including foremen, subforemen, watch- 
men, messengers, and storekeepers, of the department of civil aaministration, includ- 
ing those necessarily and temporarily detailed for duty away from the Isthmus, five 
hundred and fifty tnousand dollars; 

Eighth. For skilled and unskillea labor for the department of civil administration, 
twenty thousand dollars; 

Ninth. For material, supplies, equipment, construction and repairs of buildings, 
and contingent expenses of the department of civil administration, including not 
exceeding five himdred dollars for law books, one hundred and ten thousand dollars; 

Tenth. For pay of the member of the commission in charge, of officers and employees 
other than skined and unskilled labor, including hospital dispensers, internes, niurses, 
attendants, messengers, office boys, foremen and suoforemen, watchmen, and stew- 
ards, of the department of sanitation on the Isthmus, including those temporarily 
detailed for duty away from the Isthmus, six hundred thousand dollars; 

Eleventh. For skilled and unskilled labor of every grade and kind, for the depart- 
ment of sanitation on the Isthmus, two hundred thousand dollars; 

Twelfth. For material, supplies, equipment, construction and repairs of buildings, 
medical aid and support of the insane, and of indigent persons permanently disabled, 
while in the line of duty and in the employ of the Isthmian Canal Commission, from 
earning a livelihood, and contingent expenses of the department of sanitation on the 
Isthmus, eight hundred thousand dollars. 
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Thirteenth. For the pasrment of the cost of relocatinfl: the Fttnama Raaboad, indad- 
ing salaries, wages, material, and supplies, and all other expenses incident thereto, 
two million seven hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

In all, forty-five million five hundred and sixty thousand dollars, the same to be 
immediately available and to continue available until expended: Provided^ That all 
expenditures from the appropriationB heretofore, herein, and hereafter made for the 
Istnmian Canal, exclusive of fortifications, shall be paia from, or reimbursed to the 
Treasury of the United States out of the proceeds of the sale of bonds authorized in 
section eight of the said Aqt approved June twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and 
two, and section thirty-nine of the tarifi Act approved August fifth, nineteen hundred 
*and ten.^ 

Except in cases of emergency, or conditions arising subsequent to and unforeseen 
at the time of the passage of this Act, there shall not be employed at any tune during 
the fiscal year nineteen hundred and twelve, under any of tne foregoing appropriar 
tions for the Isthmian Canal, any greater number of persons than are specified in the 
notes submitted respectively in connection with the estimates for each of said appro- 
priations in the annual book of estimates for said year, nor shall there be paid to any 
of Budi persons during that fiscal year any greater rate of compensation than was 
authorized to be paid to persons occupying the same or like positions on the first day 
of July, nineteen hundred and ten, and all employments made or compensation 
increased because of emergencies or conditions so arising shall be specifically set forth, 
with the reasons therefor, by the chairman of the commissidn in his report for the 
fiscal year nineteen himdred and twelve. 

Ten per centum of the foregoing amounts shall be available interchangeably for 
expenditure on objects 9amed; but not more than ten per centum shall be added to 
any one item of the appropriation. 

No part of the foregcnng appropriations for the Isthmian Canal shall be applied to 
the payment of allowances for longevity service, or lay-over days other than such as 
may have accumulated under existing orders of the commission, pilar to July find;, 
nineteen hundred and nine.

For construction of seacoast batteries on the Canal Zone, two million dollars. 

For the purchase, manufacture and test of seacoast cannon for coast defense, includ-

Sec. 2. Hereafter the Panama Railroad Company shall carry no insurance to cover 
marine or fire losses, nor make any further payment on the principal or interest on 
notes heretofore given by it to theUnited States for moneys appropriated lor its use. 

Sec. 3. All funds collected bv the government of the Canal Zone from rentals of 
public lands and builduiffs in the Ca^ Zone and the cities of Panama and Colon, 
and from the zone postal service, and from court fees and fines, and collected or 
raised by taxation in whatever form imder the laws of the government of the Canal 
Zone, are herebv appropriated until and including June thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and twelve, as follows: The revenues derived from the postal service to the mainte- 
nance of that service; the remaining; revenues, including; any balances unexpended 
in prior years, after setting aside a. miscellaneous and contingent fund of not exceeding 
ten thousand dollars, to the maintenance of the public-school system in the zone; 
to the construction and maintenance of public improvements within the zone; to 
the maintenance of the administrative districts; to the maintenance of Canal Zone 
charity patients in the hospitals of the Isthmian Canal Commission, and to the main- 
tenance of administrative district prisoners. A detailed and classified statemcmt of 
all receipts and expenditures without the duplication of items under this paragraph 
shall be submitted to Congress after the close of the fiscal year nineteen hundred and 
twelve. 

Sec. 4. All funds realized during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and twelve by 
the Isthmian Canal Commission from the performance of services by the commission, 
or from rentals, or from the sale of materials and supplies under the custody or control 
of the commission, are appropriated for expenditure under any of the foregoinc^ classi- 
fied appropriations for the department of construction and en^eering; and a full 
and separate report in detail of all trancactions under this section shall be made to 
Congress. 

1 Should bo "nineteen hundred and nine"* 
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That until the close of the fiscal year nineteen hundred and twelve, when any 
material, supplies, and equipment heretofore or hereafter purchased or acquired for 
the construction of the Istnnuan Canal is no longer needed, or is no longer serviceable, 
it m&Y be sold in such manner as the Secretory of War may direct, and without 
Advertisingin such classes of cases as may be authorized by him. 

Sec. 6. That hereafter the Act granting to certain employees of the United States 
the right to receive from it compensation for injuries sustained in the course of their 
employnient shall apply to all employees imaer the Isthmian Canal Commission, 
when injured in the course of their employment; and claims for compensation on 
accoimt of injurv or death resulting from an accident occunine heresiter shall be 
settled by the chairman of the Isthmian Canal Commission, wno shall, as to such 
claims and under such regulations as he may prescribe^ perform all the duties now 
devolving upon the Secretary of Commerce and Labor: Provided, That when an 
injury rmdts in death, claim for compensation on account thereof shall be filed 
withm one year after such death. 

Sbc. 6. Hereafter the Panama Railroad Company shall not « be required to give 
bond, either with or without surety, in contracts which it may make to furnish 
eervices, materials^ or supplies to the Army, Navy, Marine Corps, or other depart- 
ments of the Government, and such contracts may be made for periods less than one 
year, as may be agreed on, and formal contracts in writing shall not be required 
unless agreed on. 

Sec. 7. That all sums appropriated by this Act for salaries of ofiicers and employees 
of the Government shall be in full for such salaries for the fiscal year nineteen hunored 
and twelve, and all laws or parts of laws in conflict with the proviaioDS ol this Ad 
be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

CONVENTION OF CONSTANTINOPLE. 

(Signed at Ck>nstantinople October 29th, 1888.) 

r Translation.] 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, 
Bmpress of India; His Majesty the Emperor of Germany, King of Prussia; 
His Majesty the Emperor of Austria, King of Bohemia, etc., and Apostolic 
King of Hungary; His Majesty the King of Spain, and iu his name the Queen 
Regent of the Kingdom; the President of the French Republic; His Majesty 
the King of Italy; His Majesty the King of the Netherlands, Grand Dulse of 
Luxemburg, etc.; His Majesty the Emi^eror of All the Russia s; and His 
Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans; wishing to establish, by a conventional 
act, & definite 8j;stem destined to guarantee at all times, and for all the 
powers, the free dse of the Suez Maritime Canal, and thus to complete the 
system under which the navigation of this canal has been placed by the firman 
of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan, dated the 22nd February, 1866 (2 ZUkade, 
1282), and sanctioning the concessions of His Highness the Khedive, have 
named as their plenipotentiaries, that is to say : 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, Empress of India, the Right Honorable Sir William Arthur White, her 
Ambassador £2ztraordlnary and Plenipotentiary; 

His Majesty the Emperor of Germany, King of Prussia, M. Joseph de 
Radowltz, his Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary; 

His Majesty the Emperor of Austria, King of Bohemia, etc., and Apostolic 
King of Hungary, M. Henri, Baron de Callce, his Ambassador EiZtraordlnary 
and Plenipotentiary; 

His Majesty the King of Spain, and in his name the Qu^n Regent of thje 
Kingdom, Don Miguel Florezy Garcia, his Charge d'Affaires; 

The President of the French Republic, M. Gustave Louis Lannes, Count de 
Montebello, Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary of France; 

His Majesty the King of Italy, M. Albert, Baron Blanc, his Ambassador 
Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary; 

His Majesty the King of the Netherlands, Grand Duke of Luxemburg, etc., 
M. Gustave Keun, his Charge d'Alfalres; 

His Majesty the Emperor of All the Russias, M. Alexandre de Nelidow, his 
Ambassador Extraordinary and Plenipotentiary; 

His Majesty the Emperor of the Ottomans, Mehemmed Said Pasha, his 
Minister for Foreign Affairs; 

Who, having communicated to each other their respective full powers, found 
in good and due form, have agreed upon the following articles : 

Abtiglb I. 

The Suez Maritime Canal shall always be free and open, in time of war as 
in time of peace, to every vessel of commerce or of war, without distinction 
of fiag. 

Consequently, the high contracting parties agree not in any way to interfere 
with the free use of the canal, in time of war as In time of peace. 

The canal shall never be subjected to the exercise of the right of blockade. 

Abticle II. 

The high contracting parties, recognizing that the fresh-water canal is 
indispensable to the maritime canal, take note of the engagements of His 
Highness the Khedive towards the Universal Suez Canal Co. as regards the 
fresh-water canal; which engagements are stipulated in a convention bearing 
date the 18th March, 1863, containing an expose and four articles. 

They undertake not to Interfere in any way with the security of that cnnal 
and its branches, the working of which shall not be exposed to any attempt 
at obstruction. 
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ASTICLB III. 

The high contracting parties likewise undertake to respect the plant, estab- 
llshmenta, buildings, and works of the maritime canal and the fresh-water 
canaL 

Abtiglb IV. 

The maritime canal remaining open In time of war as a free passage, even 
to the ships of war of belligerents, according to the terms of Article I of the 
present treaty, the high contracting parties agree that no rl^^t of war, no act 
of hostility, nor any act having for Its object to obstruct the free navigation 
of the canal, shall be committed In the canal and Its ports of access, as well 
as within a radius of 3 marine miles from those ports, even though the 
Ottoman Empire should be one of the belligerent powers. 

Vessels of war of belligerents shall not revlctual or take in stores In tbe 
canal and Its ports of access, except In so far as may be strictly necessary. 
The transit of the aforesaid vessels through the canal shall be effected wlUi 
the least possible delay. In accordance with the regulations In force, ^d 
without any other Intermission than that resulting &om the necessities of the 
service. 

Their stay at Port Said and In the roadstead of Sues shall not exceed 
24 hours, except In case of distress. In such case they shall be bonnd to 
leave as soon as possible. An Interval of 24 hours shall always elapse between 
the sailing of a belligerent ship from one of the ports of access aii4 tbe 
departure of a ship belonging to the hostile power. 

Abtiou v. 

In time of war belligerent powers shall not disembark nor embark within the 
canal and Its ports of access either troops, munitions, or materials of war. But 
in case of an accidental hindrance in the canal men may be embarked or dis- 
embarked at the ports of access by detachments not exceeding 1,000 men, with 
a corresponding amount of war material. 

Abticle VI. 

Prizes shall be subjected, in all respects, to the same rules as the ve^fMli of 
war of belligerents. 

Abtious VII. 

The powers shall not keep any vessel of war In the waters of the canal 
(including Lake Timsah and the Bitter Lakes). 

Nevertheless, they may station vessels of war in the ports of access of Pott 
Said and Suez, the number of whl(^ shall not exceed two for each power. 

This right shall not be exercised by belligerents. 

Akticlb VIII. 

The agents in Egypt of the signatory powers of the present treaty shall be 
charged to watch over its execution. In case of any event threatening the 
security or the free passage of the canal, they shall meet on the summons of 
three of their number, under the presidency of their doyen, in order to proceed 
to the necessary verifications. They shall inform the Khe^ivial Oovemment 
of the danger which they may have perceived, in order that that Government 
may take proper steps to Insure the protection and the free use of the canal. 
Under any circumstances, they shall meet once a year to take note of the due 
execution of the treaty. 

The last-mentioned meetings shall take place under the presidency of a special 
commissioner nominated for that purpose by the Imperial Ottoman Government. 
A commissioner of the Khedive may also take part in the meeting, and may 
preside over it in case of the absence of the Ottoman commissioner. 

They shall especially demand the suppression of any work or the dispersion 
of any assemblage on either bank of the canal, the object or effect of which 
might be to interfere with the liberty and the entire security of the navigation. 
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ASTIGLE IX. 

The Bgyptian Government shall, within the limits of Its powers resulting 
from the Firmans, and under the conditions. provided for in the present treaty, 
take the necessary measures for Insuring the execution of the said treaty. 

In case the Egyptian Govemmient should not have sufficient means at its 
disposal, it shall call upon the Imperial Ottoman Government, which shall take 
the necessary measures to respond to such appeal ; shall give notice thereof to 
the signatory powers of the declaration of London of the 17th March, 1885; 
and shall, if necessary, concert with them on the subject. 

The provisions of Articles IV, V, VII shall not Interfere with the measures 
which shall be taken in virtue of the present artida 

Abticle X. 

Similarly, the provisions of Articles IV, V, and VIII shall not interfere with 
the measures which His Majesty the Sultan and His Highness the Khedive, 
in the name of His Imperial Majesty, and within the limits of the firmans 
granted, might find it necessary to take for securing by their own forces the 
defense of Egjrpt and the maintenance of public order. 

In case His Imperial Majesty the Sultan or His Highness the Khedive should 
find it necessary to avail themselves of the exceptions for which this article 
provides, the signatory powers of the declaration of London shall be notified 
thereof by the Imperial Ottoman Government. 

It is likewise understood that the provisions of the four articles aforesaid 
shall in no case occasion any obstacle to the measures whidi the Imperial Otto- 
man Government may think it necessary to take in order to insure by its own 
forces the defense of its other possessions situated on the eastern coast of the 
Red Sea. 

Abticle XI. 

The measures which shall be taken in the cases provided for by Articles IX 
and X of the present treaty shall not interfere with the free use of the canaL 
In the same cases the erection of perman^it fortifications contrary to the pro- 
visions of Article VIII is prohibited. 

Abticle XII. 

The high contracting parties, by application of the principle of equality as 
regards the free use of the canal, a principle which forms one of the bases of 
the present treaty, agree that none of them shall endeavor to obtain with re- 
spect to the canal territorial or commercial advantages or privleges in any 
international arrangements whic)i may be concluded. Moreover, the rights of 
Turkey as the territorial powe|^ f r^ reserved. 

ARTICLE XIII. 

With tlie exception of the obligations expressly provided by the clauses of 
the presoit treaty, the sovereign rights of His Imperial Majesty the Sultan, 
and the rights and immunities of His Highness the Khedive, resulting from the 
firmans, are In no way affected. 

Abticle XTV. 

The high contracting parties a^ree that the engagements resulting from the 
present treaty shall not be limited by the duration of the act of concession of 
the Universal Suez Canal Company. 

Abticle XV. 

The stipulations of the present treaty shall not interfere with the sanitary 
measures in force in Egypt. 
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Abtiole XVI. 

The high contracting parties undertake to bring the present treaty to the 
knowledge of the States which have not signed it, inviting them to accede to it.

Article XTII. 

The present treaty shall be ratified, and the ratifications shall be exchanged 
at Ck)nstantinople within the space of one month, or sooner if possible. 

In faiHi of which the respective plenipotentiaries have signed the present 
treaty and have affixed to it the seal of their arms. 

Done at Constantinople, the 29th day of the month of October, in the year 
1888.

An Act To provide for the opening, maintenance, protection, and operation of the Panama 
Canal, and the sanitation and government of the Canal Zone. 

Be it etmcted by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States 
of America in Congress assembled, That the zone of land and land under water 
of the width of ten miles extending to the distance of five miles on each side of 
the center line of the route of the canal now being constructed thereon, which 
Eone begins in the Caribbean Sea three marine miles from mean low- water mark 
and extends to and across the Isthmus of Panama into the Pacific Ocean to the 
distance of three marine miles from mean low-water mark, excluding therefrom 
the cities of Panama and Colon and their adjacent harbors located within 
said zone, as excepted in the treaty with the Republic of Panama dated 
November eighteenth, nineteen hundred and three, but including all islands 
within said described zone, and in addition thereto the group of islands in 
the Bay of Panama named Perico, Naos, Culebra, and Flamenco, and any 
lands and waters outside of said limits above described which are necessary or 
convenient or from time to time may become necessary or convenient for the 
construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation, or protection of the said canal 
or of any auxiliary canals, lakes, or other works necessary or convenient for the 
construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation, or protection of said canal, the 
use, occupancy, or control whereof were granted to the United States by the 
treaty between the United States and the Republic of Panama, the ratifications 
of which were exchanged on the twenty-sixth day of February, nineteen hun- 
dred and four, shall be known and designated as the Canal Zone, and the canal 
now being constructed thereon shall hereafter be known and designated as the 
Panama Canal. The President is authorized, by treaty with the Republic of 
Panama, to acquire any additional land or land under water not already 
granted, or which was excepted from the grant, that he may deem necessary for 
the* operation, maintenance, sanitation, or protection of the Panama Canal, and 
to exchange any land or land under water not deemed necessary for such 
purposes for other land or land under water which may be deemed necessary for 
such purposes, which additional land or land under water so acquired shall 
become part of the Canal Zone. 

Sec. 2. That all laws, orders, regulations, and ordinances adopted and pro- 
mulgated in the Canal Zone by order of the President for the government and 
sanitation of the Canal Zone and the construction of the Panama Canal are 
hereby ratified and confirmed as valid and binding until Congress shall other- 
wise provide. The existing courts established in the Canal Zone by Executive 
order are recognized and confirmed to continue in operation until the courts 
provided for in this Act shall be established. 

Sec. 3. That the President is authorized to declare by Executive order that all 
land and land under water within the limits of the Canal Zone is necessary 
for the construction, maintenance, operation, sanitation, or protectipn of the 
Panama Canal, and to extinguish, by agreement when advisable, all claims and 
titles of adverse claimants and occupants. Upon failure to secure by agreement 
title to any such parcel of land or land under water the adverse claim or occu- 
pancy shall be disposed of and title thereto secured in the United States and 
compensation therefor fixed and paid in the manner provided in the aforesaid 
treaty with the Republic of Panama, or such modification of such treaty as 
may hereafter be made. 

Sec. 4. That when in the Judgment of the President the construction of the 
Panama Canal shall be sufficiently advanced toward completion to render the 
further services of the Isthmian Canal Commission unnecessary the President 
is authorized by Executive order to discontinue the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, which, together with the present organization, shall then cease to exist; 
and the President is authorized thereafter to complete, govern, and operate the 
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Panama Canal and govern the Canal Zone, or cause them to be completed, 
governed, and operated, through a governor of the Panama Canal and such 
other persons as he may deem competent to discharge the various duties con- 
nected with the completion, care, maintenance, sanitation, operation, govern- 
ment, and protection of the canal and Canal Zone. If any of the persons ap- 
pointed or employed as aforesaid shall be persons in the military or naval 
service of the United States, the amount of the ofiQcial salary paid to any such 
person shall be deducted from the amount of salary or compensation provided 
by or which shall be fixed under the terms of this Act. The governor of the ^ 
Panama Canal shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and 
couj^ent of the Senate, commissioned for a term of four years, and until his suc- 
cessor shall be apr)ointed and qualified. He shall receive a salary of ten thou- 
sand dollars a year. All other persons necessary for the completion, care, man- 
agement, maintenance, sanitation, government, operation, and protection of the 
Panama Canal and Canal Zone shall be appointed by the President, or by his 
authority, removable at his pleasure, and the compensation of such persons 
shall be fixed by the President, or by his authority, until such time as Congress 
may by law regulate the same, but salaries or compensation fixed hereunder by 
the President shall in no instance exceed by more than twenty-five per centum 
the salary or compensation paid for the same or similar services to persons 
employed by the Government in continental United States. That upon the com- 
pletion of the Panama Canal the President shall cause the same to be officially 
and formally opened for use and operation. 

Before the completion of the canal, the Commission of Arts may make report 
to the President of their recommendation regarding the artistic character of 
the structures of the canal, such report to be transmitted to Congress. 

Sec. 5. That the President is hereby authorized to prescribe and from time to 
time change the tolls that shall be levied by the Government of the United 
States for the use of the Panama Canal: Provided, That no tolls, when pre- 
scribed as above, shall be changed, unless six months' notice thereof shall have 
been given by the President by proclamation. No tolls shall be levied upon 
^'essels engaged in the coastwise trade of the United States. That section 
forty-one hundred and thirty-two of the Revised Statutes is hereby amended 
to read as follows : 

" Sec 4132. Vessels built within the United States and belonging wholly to 
citizens thei'eof ; and vessels which may be captured in war by citizens of the 
United States and lawfully condemned as prize, or which may be adjudged 
to be forfeited for a breach of the laws of the United States; and seagoing 
vessels, whether steam or sail, which have been certified by the Steamboat- 
Inspection Service as safe to carry dry and perishable cargo, not more than 
five years old at the time they apply for registry, wherever built, which are to 
engage only in trade with foreign countries or with the Philippine Islands and 
the islands of Guam and Tutuila, being wholly owned by citizens of the 
United States or corporations organized and chartered under the laws of the 
United States or of any State thereof, the president and managing directors of 
which shall be citizens of the United States or corporations organized and char- 
tered under the laws of the United States or of any State thereof, the President 
and managing directors of which shall be citizens of the United States, and 
no others, may be registered as directed in this title.' Foreign-built vessels 
registered pursuant to this Act shall not engage in the coastwise trade.: Pro- 
videdj That a foreign-built yacht, pleasure boat, or vessel not used or intended . 
to be used for trade admitted to American registry pursuant to this section 
shall not be exempt from the collection of ad valorem duty provided in section 
thirty-seven of the Act approved August fifth, nineteen hundred and nine, 
entitled *An Act to provide revenue, equalize duties, and encourage the industries 
of the United States, and for other purposes.' That all materials of foreign 
production which may be necessary for the cofistructlon or repair of vessels 
built in the United States and all such materials necessary for the building or 
repair of their machinery and all articles necessary for their outfit and equip- 
ment may be imported into the United States free of duty under such regula- 
tions as the Secretary of the Treasury may prescribe: Provided further, That 
such vessels so admitted under the provisions of this section may contra(»t 
with the Postmaster General under the Act of March third, eighteen hundred 
and ninety-one, entitled *An Act to provide for ocean mail service between the 
United States and foreign ports, and to promote commerce,' so long as such 
vessels shall in all respects comply with the provisions and requirements of 
said Act." 
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Tolls may be based uiK)n gross or net registered tonnage, displacement ton- 
nage, or otherwise, and may be based on one form of tonnage for warships, 
and another for ships of commerce. The rate of tolls may be lower upon 
\e8sels in ballast than upon vessels carrying passengers or cargo. When based 
upon net registered tonnage for ships of commerce the tolls shall not exceed one 
dollar and twenty-five cents per net registered ton, nor be less, other than for ves- 
sels of the United States and its citizens, than the estimated proportionate cost of 
the actual maintenance and operation of the canal subject, however, to the 
provisions of article nineteen of the convention between the United States 
and the Republic of Panama, entered into November eighteenth, nineteen hun- 
dred and three. If the tolls shall not be based upon net registered tonnage, 
Ihey shall not exceed the equivalent of one dollar and twenty-five cents per 
net registered ton as nearly as the same may be determined, nor be less than 
the equivalent of seventy-five cents per net registered ton. The toll for each 
l»assenger shall not be more than one dollar and fifty cents. The President^ 
is authorized to mab^e and from time to time amend regulations governing ths 
operation of the Panama Canal, and the passage and control of vessels through 
the same or any part thereof, including the locl^s and approaches thereto, and 
all rules and regulations affecting pilots and pilotage in the canal or the 
approaches thereto through the adjacent waters. 

Such regulations shall provide for prompt adjustment by agreement and im- 
mediate payment of claims for damages which may arise from injury to vessels, 
cargo, or passengers from the passing of vessels through the locks under the 
control of those operating them under such rules and regulations. In case of 
disagreement suit may be brought in the district court of the Canal Zone 
against the governor of the Panama Canal. The hearing and disposition of 
such cases shall be expedited and the judgment shall be immediately paid out 
of any moneys appropriated or allotted for canal operation. 

The President shall provide a method for the determination and adjust- 
ment of all claims arising out of personal injuries to employees thereafter 
occurring while directly engaged In actual work in connection with the con- 
struction, maintenance, operation, or sanitation of the canal or of the Panama 
Railroad, or of any auxiliary canals, locks, or other works necessary and 
convenient for the construction, maintenance, operation, or sanitation of the 
canal, whether such injuries result in death or not, and prescribe a schedule of 
compensation thereof, and may revise and modify such methods and schedule 
at any time; and such claims, to the extent they shall be allowed on such 
adjustment, if allowed at all, shall be paid out of the moneys hereafter ap- 
propriated for that purpose or out of the funds of the Panama Railroad Com- 
pany, if said company was responsible for said injury, as the case may require. 
And after such method and schedule shall be provided by the President, the 
provisions of the Act entitled "An Act granting to certain employees of the 
United States the right to receive from it compensation for injuries sustained 
in the course of their employment," approved May thirtieth, nineteen hundred 
and eight, and of the Act entitled "An Act relating to injured employees on the 
Isthmian Canal," approved February twenty-fourth, nineteen hundred and nine, 
shall not apply to personal injuries thereafter received and claims for which are 
subject to determination and adjustment as provided in this section. 

Sec. 6. That the President is authorized to cause to be erected, maintained, 
and operated, subject to the International Convention and the Act of Congress 
to regulate radio-communication, at suitable places along the Panama Canal 
and the coast adjacent to its two terminals, in connection with the operation 
cf said canal, such wireless telegraphic Installations as he may deem neces- 
sary for the operation, maintenance, sanitation, and protection of said canal, 
and for other purposes. If it is found necessary to locate such installations 
upon territory of the Republic of Panama, the President is authorized to make 
such agreement with said Government as may be necessary, and also to pro- 
vide for the acceptance and transmission, by said system, of all private and 
commercial messages, and those of the Government of Panama, on such terms 
and for such tolls as the President may prescribe: Provided, That the mes- 
sages of the Government of the United States and the departments thereof, 
and the management of the Panama Canal, shall always be given precedence 
over all other messages. The President is also authorized, in his discretion, 
to enter into such operating agreements or leases with any private wireless 
company or companies as may best insure freedom from interference witli 
the wireless telegraphic installations established by the United States. The Presi- 
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dent Is also authorized to establish, maintain, and operate, through the Panama 
Railroad Company or otherwise, dry docks, repair shops, yards, docks, wharves, 
warehouses, storehouses, and other necessary facilities and appurtenances for 
the purpose of providing coal and other materials, labor, repairs, and supplies 
for vessels of the Government of the United States and, incidentally, for supply- 
ing such at reasonable prices to passing vessels, in accordance with appropria- 
tions hereby authorized to be made from time to time by Ck)ngress as a part 
of the maintenance and operation of the said canal. Moneys received from 
the conduct of said business may be expended and reinvested for such purposes 
without being covered into the Treasury of the United States; and such 
moneys are hereby appropriated for such purposes, but all deposits of such 
funds shall be subject to the provisions of existing law relating to the deposit 
of other public funds of the United States, and any net profits accruing from 
such business shall annually be covered iiitc the Treasury of the United States. 
Monthly reports of such receipts and expenditures shall be made to the Presi- 
dent by the persons in charge, and annual reports shall be made to the Congress. 

Sec. 7. That the governor of the Panama Canal shall, in connection with the 
operation of such canal, have official control and jurisdiction over the Canal 
Zone and shall perform all duties in connection with the civil government of the 
Canal Zone, which is to be held, treated, and governed as an adjunct of such 
Panama Canal. Unless in this Act otherwise provided all existing laws of the 
Canal Zone referring to the civil governor or the civil administration of the 
Canal Zone shall be applicable to the governor of the Panama Canal, who shall 
I)erform all such executive and administrative duties required by existing law. 
The President is authorized to determine or cause to be determined what towns 
shall exist in the Canal Zone and subdivide and from time to time resubdivlde 
said Canal Zone into subdivisions, to be designated by name or number, so that 
there ^shall be situated one town in each subdivision, and the boundaries of each 
subdivision shall be clearly defined. In each town there shall be a magistrate's 
court with exclusive original jurisdiction coextensive with the subdivision iu 
which it is situated of all civil cases in which the principal sum claimed does 
not exceed three hundred dollars, and all criminal cases wherein the punish- 
ment that may be imposed shall not exceed a fine of one hundred dollars, or 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, or both, and all violations of police 
regulations and ordinances and all actions involving possession of title to per- 
sonal property or the forcible entry and detainer of real estate. Such magistrates 
shall also hold preliminary investigations in charges of felony and offenses 
under section ten of this Act, and commit or bail in bailable cases to the district 
court. A sufficient number of magistrates and constables, who must be citizens 
of the United States, to conduct the business of such courts, shall be appointed 
by the governor of the Panama Canal for terms of four years and until their 
successors are appointed and qualified, and the compensation of such persons 
shall be fixed by the President, or by his authority, until such time as Congress 
may by law regulate the same. The rules governing said courts and prescrib- 
ing the duties of said magistrates and constables, oaths and bonds, the times 
and places of holding such courts, the disposition of fines, costs, forfeitures, 
enforcements of judgments, providing for appeals therefrom to the district courts 
and the disposition, treatment, and pardon of convicts shall be established by 
order of the President. The governor of the Panama Canal shall appoint all 
notaries public, prescribe their powers and duties, their official seal, and the fees 
to he charged and collected by them. 

Sec. 8. That there shall be in the Canal Zone one district court with two divi- 
sions, one inchiding Balboa and the other including Cristobal ; and one district 
judge of the said district, who shall hold his court in both divisions at such 
time as he may designate by order, at least once a month in each division. The 
rules of practice in such district court shall be prescribed or amended by order 
of the President. The said district court shall have original jurisdiction of all 
felony cases, of offenses arising under section ten of this Act, all causes in 
equity; admiralty and all cases at law involving principal sums exceeding three 
hundred dollars and all appeals from judgments rendered in magistrates' courts. 
The jurisdiction in admiralty herein conferred upon the district judge and the 
district court shall be the same that is exercised by the United States district 
judges and the United States district courts, and the procedure and practice 
shall be the same. The district court or the judge thereof shall also have juris- 
diction of all other matters and proceedings not herein provided for which are 
now within the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court of the Canal Zone, of the 
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Circuit Gourt of the Canal Zone, the District Court of the Canal Zone, or the 
Judges thereof. Said judge shall provide for the selection, summoning, serving, 
and compensation of jurors from among the citizens of the United States, to 
be subject to jury duty in either division of such di^rict, and a jury shall be 
had in any criminal case or civil case at law originating in said court on the 
demand of either party. There shall be a district attorney and a marshal for 
said district It shall be the duty of the district attorney to conduct all busi- 
ness, civil and criminal for the Government, and to advise the governor of the 
Panama Canal on all legal questions touching the operation of the canal and 
the administration of civil affairs. It shall be the duty of the marshal to exe- 
cute all process of the coui't, preserve order therein, and do all things incident 
to the office of marshal. The district judge. Vie district attorney, and the 
marshal shall be appointed by the President, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Senate, for terms of four years each, and until their successors are 
appointed and qualified, and during their terms of office shall reside within 
the Canal Zone, and shall hold no other office nor serve on any official board or 
commission nor receive any emoluments except their salaries. The district 
judge shall receive the same salary paid the district judges of the United States, 
and shall appoint the clerk of said court, and may appoint one assistant wlien 
necessary, who shall receive salaries to be fixed by the President The district 
judge shall be entitled to six weeks* leave of absence each year with pay. Dur- 
ing his absence or during any period of disability or disqualification from sick- 
ness or otherwise to discharge his duties the same shall be temporarily per- 
formed by any circuit or district judge of the United States who may be desig- 
nated by the President, and who, during such service, shall receive the addi- 
tional mileage and per diem allowed by law to district judges of the United 
States when holding court away from their homes. The district attorney and 
the marshal shall be paid each a salary of five thousand dollars per annum. 

Sec. 9. That the records of the existing courts and all causes, proceedings, 
and criminal prosecutions pending therein as shown by the dockets thereof, 
except as herein otherwise provided, shall immediately upon*the organization of 
the courts created by this Act be transferred to such new courts having juris- 
diction of like cases, be entered upon the dockets thereof, and proceed as if 
they had originally been brought therein, whereupon all the existing courts, 
except the supreme court of the Canal Zone, shall cease to exist. The Presi- 
dent may continue the supreme court of the Canal Zone and retain the judges 
thereof in office for such time as to him may seem necessary to determine finally 
any causes and proceedings which may be pending therein. All laws of the 
Canal Zone imposing duties upon the clerks or ministerial officers of existii^ 
courts shall apply and impose such duties upon the clerks and ministerial pfr 
ficers of the new courts created by this Act having jurisdiction of like cases, 
matters, and duties. 

All existing laws in the Canal Zone governing practice and procedure in ex.- 
Isting courts shall be applicable and adapted to the practice and procedure in 
the new courts. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals of the Fifth Circuit of the United States shall 
have jurisdiction to review, revise, modify, reverse, or affirm the final judg- 
ments and decrees of the District Court of the Canal Zohe and to render such 
judgments as in the opinion of the said appellate court should have been ren- 
dered by the trial court in all actions and proceedings in which the Constitu- 
tion, or any statute, treaty, title, right, or privilege of the United States, 1» 
involved and a right thereunder denied, and in cases in which the value in con- 
troversy exceeds one thousand dollars, to be ascertained by the oath of either 
party, or by other competent evidence, and also in criminal causes wherein the 
offense charged is punishable as a felony. And such appellate jurisdiction, 
subject to the right of review by or appeal to the Supreme Court of the United 
States as in other cases authorized by law, may be exercised by said circuit 
court of appeals in the same manner, under the same regulations, and by the 
same procedure as nearly as practicable as is done in reviewing the final judg- 
ments and decrees of the district courts of the United States. 

Seo. 10. That after the Panama Canal shall have been completed and opened 
for ox)eration the governor of the Panama Canal shall have the right to make 
such rules and regulations, subject to the approval ol. the. President, touching 
the right of any person to remain upon or pass over any imrt of the Canal Zone 
as may be necessary. Any person violating any of snch rules or regulations 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction in the District Court of the 
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Canal Zone shall be punished by a fine not exceeding five hundred dollars (»r by 
imprisonment not exceeding a y^ear, or both, in the discretion of the court. It 
shall be unlawful for any person, by any means or in any way, to injure or ob- 
struct, or attempt to injure or obstruct, any part of the Panama Canal or the 
locks thereof or the approaches thereto^ Any person violating this provision 
shall be guilty of a felony, and on conviction in the District Court of the Canal 
Zone shall be punished by a fine not exceeding ten thousand dollars or by im- 
prisonment not exceeding twenty years, or both, in the discretion oC the court. 
If the act shall cause the death of any person within a year and a day there- 
after, the person so convicted shall be guilty of murder and shall be punished 
accordingly. 

Sec. 11. That section five of the Act to regulate commerce, approved Feb- 
ruary fourth, eighteen hundred and eighty-seven, as heretofore amended, is 
hereby amended by adding thereto a new paragraph at the end thereof, as 
follows : 

" From and after the first day of July, nineteen hundred and fourteen, it 
shall be unlawful for any railroad company or other common carrier subject 
to the Act to regulate commerce to own, lease, operate, control, or have any 
interest whatsoever (by stoclc ownership or otherwise, either directly, indirectly, 
through any holding company, or by stockholders or directors in common, or in 
any other manner) in any common carrier by water operated through the 
Panama Canal or elsewhere with which said railroad or other carrier afore- 
said does or may compete for traffic or any vessel carrying freight or pas- 
sengers upon said water route or elsewhere with which said railroad or other 
carrier aforesaid does or may compete for traffic; and in case of the viplation 
*ot this provision each day in which such violation continues shall be deemed a 
separate offense." 

Jurisdiction is hereby conferred on the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
determine questions of fact as to the competition or possibility of competition, 
after full hearing, on the application of any railroad company or other carrier. 
Such application nfay be filed for the purpose of determining whether any ex- 
isting service is in violation of this section and pray for an order permitting 
the continuance of any vessel or vessels already in operation, or for the pur- 
pose of asking an order to install new service not in confiict with the provisions 
of this paragraph. The commission may on its own motion or the application 
of any shipper institute proceedings to inquire into the operation of any vessel 
in use by any railroad or other carrier whicii has not applied to the commission 
And had the question of competition or the possibility of competition dOr 
termined as herein provided. In all such cases the order of said commission 
wgball be final. 

If the Interstate Commerce Commission shall be of the opinion that any such 
existing specified service by water other than through the Panama Canal is be- 
ing operated in the interest of the public and is of advantage to the convenience 
and commerce of the people, and that such extension will neither exclude, pre- 
vent, nor reduce competition on the route by water under consideration, the 
3Enterstate Commerce Commission may, by order, extend the time during which 
such service by water may continue to be operated beyond July first, ninete^i 
hundred and fourteen. In every case. of such extension the rates, schedules* 
and practices of such water carrier shall be filed with the Interstate Oom- 
m&tce Commission and shall be subject to the act to regulate commerce and all 
amendments thereto in the same manner and to the same extent as is the rail- 
road or other common carrier conti'olling such water carrier or Interested in 
any manner in its operation : Provided, Any application for ext^ision under 
tfte terms of this provision filed with the Interstate Commerce Commission prior 
to July first, nineteen hundred and fourteen, but for any reason not heard and 
disposed of before said date, may be considered and granted thereafter. 

No vessel permitted to engage in the coastwise or foreign trade of the United 
States shall be permitted to enter or pass through said canal if such ship is 
owned, chartered, operated, or controlled by any person or company which is 
doing business in vlolatipn of the provisions of the Act of Congress approved 
July second, eighteen hundred and ninety, entitled *'An Act to protect trade 
And comnverce against unlawful restraints and monopolies," or the provisions 
of sections seventy-three to seventy-s^ven, both inclusive, of an Act approved 
August twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-four, entitled "An Act to 
'i^<Bduce taxation, to provide revenue fOr the Government, and for other pur- 
poses,** or the provifll6n8' of any other Act of Congress amending or supple- 
menting the said Act of July second, eighteen hundred and ninety, commonly 
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known as the ShermaD Antitrust Act, and amendments thereto, or said sections 
of the Act of August twenty-seventh, eighteen hundred and ninety-four. The 
question of fact may be determined by the judgment of any court of the United 
States of competent jurisdiction in any cause pending before it to which the 
owners or operators of such ship are parties. Suit may be brought by any 
shlpi)er or by the Attorney General of the United States. 

That section six of said Act to regulate commerce, as heretofore amended^ 
is hereby amended by adding a new paragraph at the end thereof, as follows : 

" When property may be or is transported from point to point in the United 
States by rail and water through the- Panama Canal or otherwise, the trans- 
portation being by a common carrier or carriers, and not entirely within the 
limits of a single State, the Interstate Ck)mmerce Commission shall have 
jurisdiction of such transportation and of the carriers, both by rail and by 
water, which may or do engage in the same, in the following particulars, in 
addition to the jurisdiction given by the Act to regulate commerce, as amended 
Jone eighteenth, nineteen hundred and ten : 

"(a) To establish physical connection between the lines of the rail carrtep 
and the dock of the water carrier by directing the rail carrier to make suitable 
connection between its line and a track or tracks which have been constructed 
from the dock to the limits of its right of way, or by directing either or both 
the rail and water carrier, individually or in connection with one another, to 
construct and connect with the lines of the rail carrier a spur track or tracks 
to the dock. This provision shall only apply where such connection is reascnnbly 
practicable, can be made with safety to the public, and where the amount of 
business to be handled is sufficient to justify the outlay. 

" The commission shall have full authority to determine the terms and condi- 
tions upon which these connecting tracks, when constructed, shall be operated, 
and it may, either in the construction or the operation of such tracks, determine 
what sum shall be paid to or by either carrier. The provisions of this para- 
graph shall extend to cases where the dock is owned by other -parties than the 
carrier involved. 

"(b) To establish through routes and maximum joint rates between and 
over such rail and water lines, and to determine all the terms and conditions 
under which such line's shall be operated in the handling of the traffic em- 
braced. 

"(c) To establish maximum proxwrtional rates by rail to and from the ports 
to which the traffic is brought, or from which it is taken by the water carrier, 
and to determine to what traffic and in connection with what vessels and 
upon what terms and conditions such rates shall apply. By proportional rates 
are meant those which differ from the corresponding local rates to and from 
the port and which apply only to traffic which has been brought to the port 
or is carried from the port by a common carrier by water. 

"(d) If any rail carrier subject to the Act to regulate commerce enters into 
arrangements with any water carrier operating from a port in the United 
States to a foreign country, through the Panama Canal or otherwise, for the 
handling of through business between interior points of the United States and 
such foreign country, the Interstate Commerce Commission may require such 
railway to^ enter into similar arrangements with any or all other lines of 
steamships operating from said port to the same foreign country.'' 

The ordei*s of the Interstate Commerce Commission relating to this section 
shall only be made upon formal complaint or in proceedings instituted by the 
commission of its own motion and after full hearing. The orders provided 
for in the two amendments to the Act to regulate commerce enacted in this 
section shall be served in the same manner and enforced by the same penalties 
and proceedings as are the orders of the commission made under the pro- 
visions of section fifteen of the Act to regulate commerce, as amended June 
eighteenth, nineteen hundred and ten, and they may be conditioned for the 
payment of any sum or the giving of security for the payment of any sum 
or the discharge of any obligation which may be required by the terms of said 
order. 

Sec. 12. That all laws and treaties relating to the extradiction of persons 
accused of crime in force in the United States, to the extent that they may not 
be in conflict with or superseded by any special treaty entered into between 
the United States and the Republic of Panama with respect to the Canal Zone, 
and all laws relating to the rendition of fugitives from justice as between the 
several States and Territories of the United States, shall extend to and be 
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oonsidered {n force in the Canal Zone, and for sach purposes and sach pur- 
poses only the Canal Zone shall be considered and treated as an organised Ter- 
ritory of the United States. 

Sec. 13. That in time of war in which the United States shall be engaged, 
or when, in the opinion of the President, war is imminent, such officer of ttie 
Army as the President may designate shall, npon the order of the President, 
assume and have exclusive authority and Jurisdiction over the operation of 
the Panama Canal and all of its adjuncts, appendants, and appurtenances, in- 
cluding the entire control and government of the Canal Zone, and during a 
continuance, of such condition the governor of the Panama Canal shall, in all 
respects and particulars as to the operation of such Panama Canal, and all 
duties, matters, and transactions affecting the Canal Zone, be subject to the 
order and direction of such officer of ttte Army. 

Sec. 14. That this Act shall be known as, and referred to as, the Panama 
Canal Act, and the right to alter, amend, or repeal any or all of its provisions 
or to extend, modify, or annul any rule or regulation made under its authority 
is expressly reserved. 

Approved, August 24, 1912. 

[Extract, Public 302, sundry civil act, approved August 24, 1912.] 

THE ISTHMIAN CANAL. 

To continue the construction of the Isthmian Canal, to be expended under 
the direction of the President, in accordance with an Act entitled "An Act to 
provide for the construction of a canal connecting the waters of the Atlantic 
and Pacific Oceans," approved June twenty-eighth, nineteen hundred and two, 
and Acts amendatory thereof or supplementary thereto : 

First. For salaries of officers and employees of the Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion, including assistant purchasing and shipping agents, and all other em- 
ployees of the United States, $150,000. 

Second. For incidental expenses, including rents, cable and telegraph service, 
supplies, stationery and printing, and actual necessary traveling expenses in the 
United States (Including rent of the Panama Canal building in the District of 
Columbia, $7,500 ; textbooks and books of reference, $1,000, and additional com- 
pensation to the Auditor for the War Department for extra services in auditing 
accounts of the Isthmian Canal, $1,000), $50,000. 

Third. For pay of members of the commission and officers and employees on 
the Isthmus, other than skilled and unskilled labor, including civil engineers, 
superintendents, Instruraentmen, transitmen, levelmen, rodmen draftsmen, time- 
keepers, mechanical and electrical engineers, quartermasters, clerks, accountants, 
stenographers, storekeepers, messengers, office boys, foremen and subforemen. 
wagon masters, watchmen, and stewards, including those temporarily detailed for 
duty away from the Isthmus in the departments of construction and engineering, 
quartermaster's, subsistence, disbursements and examination of accounts, and 
for those employed in connection with the preservation of plans, drawings, and 
other records, $3,000,000: Provided, That not more than $5,000 of this appro- 
priation shall be paid as compensation to the secretary of the commission. 

Fourth. Skilled and unskilled labor on the Isthmus, including engineers, 
conductors, firemen, brakemen, electricians, teamsters, cranesmen, machinists, 
blacksmiths, and other artisans and their helpers; janitors, sailors, cooks, 
waiters, and dairymen, for the departments of construction and engineering, 
quartermaster's, subsistence, disbursements and examination of accounts, 
$11,000,000. 

Fifth. For purchase and delivery of material, supplies, and equipment, in- 
cluding cost' of inspecting material and of paying traveling expenses incident 
thereto, whether on the Isthmus or elsewhere, and such other expenses not in 
the United States as the commission deems necessary to best promote the con- 
struction of the Isthmian Canal, including not exceeding $50,000 for the pay- 
ment of damages caused to the owners of private lands, or private property of 
any kind, by reason of the grants contained in the treaty between the United 
States and the Republic of Panama proclaimed February twenty-sixth, nineteen 
hundred and four, or by reason of the operations of the United States, its agents 
or employees, or by reason of the construction, maintenance, operation, sanita- 
tion, and protection of the said canal or of the works of sanitation and protec- 
tion therein provided for, which may be compromised by agreement between 
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the claimant and the chairman of the commission without the intervention of a 
joint conmiiasion, for the departmeats of construction and engineering, quar- 
termaster's, subsistence, disbursements and examination of accounts, and tor a 
permanent administration building, $12,000,000. 

Sixth. For miscellaneous expenditures, cable and telegraph service, stationexy 
and printing, local railway transportation, special trains, including pay-train 
service; transportation of currency to the Isthmus, recruiting and transporting 
laborers, transporting employees from the United States, repatriating laborers 
and employees, actual necessary traveling expenses while on the Isthmus on 
official business ; expenses incidents to conducting hearings and examining esti- 
mates' for appropriations of the Isthmus, and all other incidental and contin- 
gent expenses not otherwise provided for, for the departments of construction 
and engineering, quartermaster's, subsistence, disbursements and examination 
of accounts, $790,000. 

Seventh. For pay of the member of the commission in charge of the depart- 
ment of civil administration, of officers and employees, other than skilled and 
unskilled labor, including foremen, subforemen, watchmen, messengers, and 
storekeepers, of the departments of civil administration and law, including those 
necessarily and temporarily detailed for duty away from the Isthmus, $500,000 ; 

Eighth. For skilled and unskilled labor for the department of civil adminis- 
tration, $15,000; 

Ninth. For material, supplies, equipment, construction and repairs of build- 
ings, and contingent expenses of the departments of civil administration and law, 
including not exceeding $500 for law books, $75,000. 

Tenth. For pay of the member of the commission in charge, of officers and 
employees other than skilled and unskilled labor, including hospital dispensers, 
internes, nurses, attendants, messengers, office boys, foremen and subforemen, 
watchmen, and stewards, of the department of sanitation on the Isthmus, includ- 
ing those temporarily detailed for duty away from the Isthmus, $700,000. 

Eleventh. For skilled and unskilled labor of every gvade and kind, for the 
department of sanitation on the Isthmus, $200,000 ; 

Twelfth. For material, supplies, equipment, construction and repairs of build- 
ings, medical aid and support of the insane, and of indigent persons permanently 
disabled, while In the line of duty and in the employ of the Isthmian Canal Com- 
mission, from earning a livelihood, and contingent expenses of the department 
of sanitation on the Isthmus, $500,000: Provided, That no part of this appro- 
priation shall be used for or toward the construction of a new quarantine 
station. 

The foregoing sums, so far as necessiiry, shall be available for necessary dry 
dock, coaling plant, shops, and other facilities for repairing and supplying ves- 
sels and necessary wharves, sheds, and other terminal facilities, and for the con- 
solidation and preservation of the files of papers and other records which have 
accumulated or may accumulate during the construction of the canal and needed 
or useful or having a permanent value or historical interest, as may be deter- 
mined by the chairman of the Isthmian Canal Commission. 

In all, $28,980,000, the same to be immediately available and to continue avail- 
able until expended: Provided, That all expenditures from the appropriations 
heretofore, herein, and hereafter made for the construction of the Isthmian 
Canal, including any portion of such appropriations which may be used for the 
construction of the necessary dry dock, coaling plant, shops, and other facilities 
for repairing and supplying vessels, and all necessary wharves, sheds, and other 
terminal facilities, exclusive of fortifications, shall be paid from or reimbursed 
to the Treasury of the United States out of the proceeds of the sale of bonds 
authorized in section eight of the said act approved June twenty-eighth, nine- 
teen hundred and two, and section thirty-nine of tbe tariff act approved August 
fifth, nineteen hundred and nine. 

Except in casep of emergency, or conditions arising subsequent to and unfore- 
seen at the time of the passage of this Act, there shall not be employed at any 
time during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and thirteen under any of the 
foregoing appropriations for the Isthmian Canal, any greater number of persona 
than are specified in the notes submitted respectively in connection with the 
estimates for each of said appropriations in the annual Book of Estimates for 
said year, nor shall there be paid to any of such persons during that fiscal year 
any greater rate of compensation than was authorized to be paid to persons 
occupying the same or like positions on the first day of July, nineteen hundred 
and ten, and all employments made or compensation increased because of 
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emergencies or conditions so arising shall be specifically set forth, with the 
reasons therefor, by the chairman of the commission in his report for the fiscal 
year nineteen hundred and thirteen. 

In cases of emergencies arising subsequent to and unforeseen at the time of 
snbmltting the annual estimates to Ck)ngress, ten per centum of the foregoing 
amounts shall be available interchangeably for expenditure on objects named; 
but not more than ten per centum shall be added to any one item of the 
appropriation. 

No part of the foregoing appropriations for the Isthmian Canal shall be 
applied to the payment of allowances for longevity service, or lay-over days 
other than such as may have accumulated under existing orders of the com- 
niission, prior to July first, nineteen hundred and nine. 

FORTIFICATIONS, ISTHMIAN CANAL. 

For the following for fortifications and armament thereof for the Isthmian 
Canal, to be immediately available and to continue available until expended* 
namely : 

Surveys: For detailed surveys of the areas on the Canal Zone required for 
military purposes, including the cost of marking permanently the boundaries 
of such areas, $50,000; 

Causeway : For the construction of a causeway or bridge for use in connec- 
tion with forttfications. Isthmian Canal, $150,000; 

Seacoast batteries : For construction of seacoast batteries on the Canal Zone» 
$1,000,000, and any balances of the appropriation for the construction of s^- 
coast batteries on the Canal Zone made by the Act of March fourth, nineteen 
hundred and eleven ; 

Submarine mine structures : For the construction of niining casemates, cable 
galleries, torepdo storehouses, cable tanks, and other structures necessary for 
the operation, preservation, and care of submarine mines and their accessories 
on the Canal Zone, $220,200 ; 

Field fortifications and camps : For the construction of field fortifications and 
the preparation of camp sites on the Canal Zone, $200,000 ; 

Armament of fortifications : For the purchase, manufacture, and test of sea- 
coast cannon for coast defense, including their carriages, sights, implements, 
equipments, and the machinery necessary for the manufacture at the arsenals, 
to cost ultimately not to exceed $2,324,000, $500,000 ; 

For the purchase, manufacture, and test of ammunition for seacoast cannon, 
including the necessary experiments in connection therewith, and the machinery 
necessary for its manufacture at the arsenals, $575,000 ; 

Submarine mines: For the purchase of submarine mines and the necessary 
appliances to operate them for closing the channels leading to the Isthmian 
Canal, $111,750 ; 

In all, specifically for fortifications and armament thereof for the Isthmian 
Canal, $2,806,950. 

Sec. 2. All funds collected by the government of the Canal Zone from rentals 
of public lands and buildings in the Canal Zone and the cities of Panama and 
Colon, and /from the zone postal service, and from court fees and fines, and 
collected or raised by taxation in whatever form under the laws of the govern- 
ment of the Canal Zone, are hereby appropriated until and including June 
thirtieth, nineteen hundred and thirteen, as follows: The revenues derived 
from the postal service to the maintenance of that service ; the remaining reve- 
nues, including any balances unexpended in prior years, after setting aside a 
miscellaneous and contingent fund of not exceeding ten thousand dollars, to 
the maintenance of the public-school system in the zone ; to the construction and 
maintenance of public improvements within the zone; to the maintenance of 
the administrative districts; to the maintenance of Canal Zone charity patients 
in the hospitals of the Isthmian Canal Commission, and to the maintenance 
of administrative district prisoners. A detailed and classified statement of all 
receipts and expenditures without the duplicaton of items under this paragraph 
shall be submitted to Congress after the close of the fiscal year nineteen hundred 
and thirteen. 

Sec. 3. All funds realized during the fiscal year nineteen hundred and thir- 
teen l)y the Isthmian Canal Commission from the performance of services by 
the commission, or from rentals, or from the sale of materials and supplies 
under the custody or control of the commission, are appropriated for expendi- 
ture under any of the foregoing classified appropriations for the department 
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of construction and engineering, and a full and separate report in detail of all 
transactions under this section shall be made to Congress. 

That until the close of the fiscal year nineteen hundred and thirteen, when 
any material, supplies, and equipment heretofore or hereafter purchased or 
acquired for the construction of the Isthmian Canal is no longer needed, or is 
no longer serviceable, it may be sold in such manner as the President may 
direct, and without advertising in such classes of cases as may be authorized 
by him ; and the President is authorized, in his discretion, to sell and convey to 
the Republic of Panama the building situated in the city of Panama known as 
•* the Administration Building," together with the ground on which the same 
is located, for a sum of not less than $80,000. and the proceeds of such sale, 
if made, shall be covered into the Treasury of the United States. 

Sec. 4. That hereafter no payments shall be made for maintenance or other 
charge in connection with the Toro Point Light, Isthmus of Panama, out of 
moneys of the United States or of the Panama Railroad Company. 

Sec. 5. The chairman of the Isthmian Canal Commission is authorized to 
establish a division of records and, as the requirements of the service permit, 
to consolidate in the custody thereof the files of papers and other records which 
have accumulated or which may accumulate during the period of the con- 
struction of the Isthmian Canal; and he is directed to carefully preserve, 
properly index, and arrange for use all papers needed or useful in the trans- 
action of current business or having a permanent value or historical interest ; 
and he is authorized to destroy or otherwise dispose of duplications in the 
files and other papers which are not needed or useful in the transaction of 
current business and have no permanent value or historical Interest and which 
have been recommended to him for destruction or other disposition by a com- 
mittee of three competent persons who have personally examined the papers 
and in connection with their recommendation have submitted a concise state- 
ment of the condition and character thereof. 
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
